And this latter impression was 
deepened by the convivial meeting with Herr HITLER and the 
glowing eulogics passed upon him. Can Mr. LLOYD GEORGE 
wonder if lovers of justice and human liberty, and uplolders of 
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democratic principles, are now surprised and anx‘ous, and is it 
quite fair to describe them as “ intolerant" and “petulant” ? 
In his speech at Manchester, he said that he had got into 
trouble for what he had been saying: after his return from 
Germany. He had ventured to express quite frankly his opinion 
about an eminent and remirkab!e personality.

A second edict from the 
same quarter prohibits Jews or Jewish organisations from entering 
into direct contact with its officials; communications must b3 
through the post, and the senders must take their chance of a reply. 
These new moves are believed to herald a new series of arrests of 
Jews, and, generally, an intensification of the Jewish oppression. 
The interpretation is not an uncharitable one. The refusal of direct 
access to Secret Potice officials will save those individuals the annoy- 
ance and bother of personal appeals on behalf of imprisoned Jews 
the order, in fact, categorically excludes any such approach. Even 
Jewish lawyers inquiring into the fate of Jews taken into custody 
are subjected to the same bar, and the relatives of the prisoners 
may therefore remain ignorant, for weeks, as to their whereabouts 
and what has actually happened. Further, as though to rob the 
victims eveu of mutual consultation in the event of present fore- 
bodings being realised, the Jews may not meet together. Not acry 
from suffocating Jewry will thus reach the outer world, and the 
process of suppression will be carried through with a minimum of 
interference and a maximum of comfort for the suppressors. 


And this is the State which professes horror at Governmental

This scandalous state of affairs 
is believed to be due to anti-Zionist incitement, 
but, as is the case elsewhere, German Nazis have 
taken a band in the devil's game, for an Arab translation of * Mein 
Kampf" has been published, and according to the Arab press

Simultaneously, Jews in another Arab country 
Syria—are reported to have been systematically terrorised 
and boycotted—a stupid but significant proceeding,.in view of the 
promise of national independence held out by the Treaty with 
France. So far as lraq is concerned that country, when it attained 
independence, issued a Minoritics Declaration guaranteeing the 
rights of its minority population. Its Government now threatens 
that energetic measures will be taken against the creators of 
disturbances, and announces that investigations will be made ‘with 
a view to discover who is responsible for the anti-Jewish agitation. 
One would think that the authorities could easily have laid hands 
on the public sneakers and the conductors of inflammatory news- 
sheets, and that no inquiry was needed, It is to be hoped, however, 
that official threats will not remain threats and nothing more. 
After all, Ireq is now a member of the League of Nations, and that 
status implies conformity with a code of fair dealing between 
citizen and citizen. 


IN connection with the public-spirited plan of the Manchester 
Jewish Hospital to introduce a forty-eight hour 
week for its nurses, and to add, as aconsequence, 
fifteen nurses to its staff, a correspondent com- 
plains this week of the small number of Jewish 
nurses employed at the Hospital.

not misrepresent the facts there is no question, but the blame 
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does not lie with the Hospital Authorities, who would welcome 
Jewesses, but with the Jewesses themselves, who are notoriously 
averse from entering the profession. This may be inferred from 
the fact that the Highbury Home in London, which set itself out, 
three years ago, to train Jewish nurses, has, in all that time. trained 
only six English Jewish girls. Many explanations of this lack of 
enthusiasm have been advanced from time totime—from the absurd 
fear that nursing is “ infra dig,” to the desire to have the evenings 
for oneself and the understandable preference for spending them at 
home. In addition, the cost of training—some £65

is a bar in the 
case of poorer people, and even the fact that this could be dispensed 
with if candidates entered certain institutions as probationers does 
not count where girls have to contribute to the family revenues. 
Making all allowance for such considerations, the disinclination to 
join the nursing profession cannot be regarded as fully explained, 
let alone justified. Surely its nobility, and the opportunity it offers 
to tender-hearted women among us to render humane service. should 
make a strong appeal, to say nothing of the wisdom of choosing one 
of the very few occupations which, so far as Jewesses are con- 
cerned, cannot be said to be overcrowded ? Can it be that the parents 
are to blame ?

The World at the 
Cross Roads 


HERE was a very significant and, indeed, pathetic announce. 
ment in the Press recently. It stated that a deputation bad 
presented a petition to the President of the League Assembly 
begging for League action on behalf of the German Jews. but that 
the President had replied that there was no question of intervening 
with the German Government. The announcement evoked not a 
syllable of comment in the Press. Probably it was only read by very 
few people. But to those directly concerned it must have come like 
the touch of the chill hand of death—death to any lingering hopes 
they may still have been cherished that the great organisation that 
stands for justice between peoples might yet befriend them. Others, 
not counted in the Jewish fold, may have looked upon the League's 
blank refusal as an abnegation of its guiding principles, ond have 
wondered what the effect of it may be on the League's own fortunes 
and on the dwindling respect in which it is held. But all who read 
the statement must needs have regarded it as ominous evidence of 
the spirit of our times. The League cannot interfere. It is in awe of 
the clenched fist of the Dictator, and so it withholds itself, leaves 
the voice of the nations dumb, and allows the German miscreants 
to go their evil way. It is not only a ¢rucifixion of the League, but 
a searing condemnation of what men brag of as modern civilisa- 
tion; and though the ordinary citizen, hurrying about his daily taskr, 
may pass if by, the future historian will know it for the scathing 
revelation that it is of early twentieth century mentality. 


HAT is the system which the League thus leaves to its own 
devices ?

He goes on to 
point out that “stringent as are the material conditions brought 
about by these discriminatory laws, the moral and spiritual effects 
are perbaps even harder to bear,” and this, indeed, is the most 
horrible feature of the system. “The story of these moral suffer- 
ings will never be written,” he adds, but at least the dispassionate 
document which this writer has produced, this record of cold facts, 
can be distributed far and wide.

T has had one salutary result already. It has elicited a noble and 
moving protest from that great publicist, Sir Norman Angell— 
as beautiful and stirring a protest as has ever been addressed to the 
heart of man. Listen to what Sir Norman says: “If every War 
atrocity alleged against the Germans were true, they would not 
constitute an indictment as severe as that which the Germans have 
brought against themselves by these measures. Every people has 
been guilty of cruelty upon the battlefield, or in repression of 
rebellion. . . Fear, and -the lusts of the blood feud, may momentarily 
debase the best of us. But the Germans are not suppressing an armed 
rebellion of Jewry, nor fearing one. And even if it were so— 
Bibies are neutral.’” But not in that new Germany whose Leader, 
tells us almost daily that the one thing he cares for most under Heaven 
is the “honour and good name of his country.” And it is here that 
one comes across the foulest blot on the Nazirecord. The harrying 
of men and women because of the facts of their birth is horrible 
enougb, but the martyrdom of the children for the same reason 
cries unto God forcorrection. What have the modern Herods done, 
and what are they doing, to the little ones? Sir Norman 
summarises the indictment in THE Times article: Jewish children 
“ set apart physically and morally; made often in the schools to sit 
on separate benches; forbidden to join in the sports or games; 
forbidden the swimming bath, the hiking party; and compelled, as 
part of their lessons in class, to listen to the grossest and most 
shameful accusations levelled against their forbears.’’ All this is 
terrible enough, but what is any normally constituted human being 
to think of this story told by a witness and quoted by Sir Norman, the 
story of how Jewish children, though usually excluded from the 
provision of milk in schools, are nevertheless compelled to go up 
and ask for it so that the “lesson” of being publicly refused may be 
duly impressed upon their school-fellows? 


HAT, one asks, can so undermine all a child's natural gentle- 
ness and blur at the outset its understanding of human 
relationship, as this heartless and bitter humiliation for no reason 
that it can ever understand? But why speak only of the victims? 
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What about the little “Aryan” 
Vicious spite and wanton cruelty 


victimisers themselves, trained in 

a training, let it be remembered, 
now being extended into the streets of East London? “ Suffer little 
children to come unto me,” said the Founder of the Christian faith. 
Wiat would he say to fiends in Luman shape who sent them inte 
his presence smarting under insult and heartbroken with grief 
for punishment they do not deserve. But, yes, they do deserve it. 
This daily torment of an unarmed people, of little children. is 
inflicted, says Sir Norman, with cutting irony, for one reason only: 
In their veins may run the blood of the race which gave the world 
Jesus, his mother and his apostles. But what care these Nazi 
monsters for Christianity and its preachings? Torquemada, when he 
burnt the bodies of heretics, at least thought that he was safe- 
guarding their souls. The Nazis flay both body and soul! 


HAVE said above that the inaction of the League of Nations in 

the face of these Nazi torments is ominous evidence of the 
spirit of our times. This spirit is a medley of savagery, fear, self. 
deception and idolatry. The evidence of it is not alone in Germany. 
It is to be found in the Spanish barbarities. It is revealed in grisly 
shape in the latest book by Bertrand Russell (“ Which Way te 
Peace?) wherein it is stated that all the Continental Governments 
believe that another Great War is at hand. It is vividly presented 
in the words of a German manual! quoted by Dr. luge in a recent 
article: “War in the future will have the appearance of the 
destruction cn masse of the entire civil population, rather thana 
combat of armed men.’ 


Are we dealing with sane men.” cries 


Dr. Inge, “ or with madmen or demoniacs?” We are dealing with 
a spirit which is traceable to definite causes. One of them is the 
fell institution of State worships the theory that the State can do no 


wrong; that it can war on women and children, steal, torture, 


trample conscience aud right uader foot, and act like a ravening 


wild beast. at. home “and abroad. without 


being answerable 
to any man or body of men. In this respect there is one code 
for the nation and another for the individual—an_ illogical ‘and 
deadly monstrosity. This diff. rentiation did not always hold good 


at least nominally. Theoretically it was understood that the 


nations, as inembers of a community, were under obligation te 
obey the same rules of conduct as individuals. They never did so, 
says Dr. Inge, but it was reserved for our gereration to declare that 
they ought not to do so. Hence the spirit. Hence the racial 
persecution in Germany, swallowing up of an independent 


country, the poison gases, and all the hideous paraphernalia of wag. 


UT bow and why did this destructive doctrine come to prevail? 
Men are never tired of proclaiming that in matters of com- 
merce and finance the nations are one: that disasters that affect 
any of them affect them all; and the visible collapse today of the 
policies of national economic ‘self-sufficiency proclaims that belief 
profoundly true. But surely the nations are as inseparably knit 
in the moral and spiritual as in the material fields? The moral 
pestilence cannot be put in quarantine. 
frontiers. It spreads from people to people. It infects, it rots, it 
destroys. The point bas beeu finely hinted at by Sir Norman 
Angell: “ The danger now,” he says, “is not that we shall over- 
emphasise the evil of certain tendencies in Germany but, froma 
mistaken notion of making amends, reconciliation, shall pretend 
that evil is good, and, in the effort, so lose the distinction between 
right and wrong that we may be led to imitate in our own country 
the polices whose real nature we have refused toface. Signsof that 
imitation begin indeed to show, as all the world knows.’ . . . Yet 
the world at large does not give heed to the warning. It stil! hurries 
along under the influence of the fatal theory that the State,in all its 
dealings, whether with its own people or with foreign nations, is 
always right. That doctrine of national infallibility has to be 
killed, if we are to find peace in our day, or our children to joy 
in it in their time. The L:ague of Nations? That cannot achieve 
the miracle. It is itself, as we have seen, morally weak, and willing 
to compound with evil. Howthen? .. . There is only one way. 
Somehow we have to restore the sovereignty of the human con- 
science, to restore the authority of the moral law. Religion, rightly 
preached, honestly preached, might do it. Above all, the religion 
of Judaism might do it, if men were to give up the foolish delusion 
that its message is obsolete. For what says Judaism? RIGHTEOUS. 
Ness EXALTETH A NATION. Righteousness, not power and conquest. 
A nation must be just. No question there of its being right 
whatever it does. The wor'd must turn tothe Jewish ideal, or be 
blown from the cannon'’s mouth. More of the Jewish spirit; or it 
perishes!

pretend that he was personally an intimate trend of Ins He hacl, 
however, done his best to remedy the holes in lis knowledge of thi 
very great nan, and in reading the accounts of him ene thing had 
struck him as very surprising, but evidently very true Hie was a 
disappointed man. That seemed to him a very remarkable fact 
Because if they looked at Ins life, it was in many wavs a remarkably 
successful life. He thought that those who had studied him would say 
that the greater part of his valuable contributions: to literature were 
made before he reached th ace i He abandoned 
beimn.? quite unsatistied with the results he had achieved He 


turned to politics and there again he succeeded in a most remarkable 
manner. Indeed, 1f they. looked at the eauses in. which he was 
cngaged—causes which were always noble -causes—in almost every 
case the cause: which he adopted was successtul, at any rate to a very 
large extent. ‘What was the root cause of that combination of success 
and dissatistaction ? He was a prophet, He certainly had prophetic 
griits. Lord Cecil read a passage about peace written by Israel Zang- 
will in connection with the late War and said that he did not think 
that any impartial person would deny that that passage had _ the 
authentic note of prophecy ; and prophets, if they might judge by then 
writings, were seldom happy men. They saw something which was 
to come, and they tned vainly to ward it off. Zangwill was a man of 
the highest ideals—ideals which he passionately desired to see realised. 
In his own judgment he failed, and that failure was a cause of the 
deepest disappointment to hum. It could scarcely have been other- 
wise. But so it was. But he had left to those that came after him-— 
to them in that hall and in the world—the duty of carrying on his 
work and in their turn attempting to realise what is was not given 
lium to do himself. 

Mr. Humpert WO tre said he read in a Sunday newspaper the 
other day that Mr Bernard Shaw, 1n recretting his inability to speak 
that night of Israel Zangwill as a man of letters, uve as his reason 
that he was certain that these proceedings must terminate in a discus- 
sion of what that great writer called the Jewish question. . In the 
republic of letters, retorted Mr. Wolfe, there was and should be no 
Jewish question, as there was and should be no racial or political 
question. Literature must not and would not avert its eyes from the 
contemporary scene and from the world about it. But if. literature 
permitted itself to be submerged in that world, it would forfeit its 
right to the mission of inspired literature. It would become a per- 
spiring unit in the mob. That night, he continued, the tribute which 
literature demanded, and which Israel Zangwill would have wished, had 
no connection whatever with what Mr. Bernard Shaw called the 
Jewish question. It was true that Israel Zangwill was a Jew. It was 
equally true that much of his work was occupied with the lives, the 
joys, the sorrows of the Jewish people. But he was never guilty of that 
odious literary fallacy of perverting art to the services of muffled 
propaganda. 


Judaism a Religious Civilisation 

The Curer Raset said it was to be feared that the generation 
which had grown to adolescence since the death of Israel Zangwill 
had but a vague knowledge, if any, of the greatest man of letters that 
the Jews in English-speaking lands had yet produced; of this man 
of infinite wit, whose iridescent mind was a veritable Sambatyon of 
ideas; of this poet, novelist, dramatist and thinker, who was at the 
same time a leader of men and rendered long years of arduous and 
devoted service to the Jewish people. 

He was, of course, not the first of his race in English literatura to 
take Jews and Jewish matters as his theme. What distinguished him 
from all his predecessors, however, was that he spoke and wrote 
out of the fulness of personal and historical knowledge of both Judaism 
and the Jew. He realised that the beginnings of Israel went back to 
the morning of the world; he knew the outstanding events in the story 
of the Jew in every land; and he was familiar with the language and 
main currents of Jewish culture throughout the ages. Anyone who 
thought that he was indulging in pastoral post-mortem praise should 
read Zangwill’s translations of medieval hymns in the Festival 
Prayer Book, his pen-portraits of Jewish worthies in “ Dreamers of 
the Ghetto,” and his remarkable summaries of Jewish religious thought 
in “The Voice of Jerusalem.” To him Judaism was more than a sect, 
a Church, a religion even; to him it was a religious civilisation, a 
spiritual culture aglow with a passion for righteousness, a culture that 
had its own language, history, customs and social institutions. In 
that civilisation he never tired of proclaiming, there lay enshrined 
elemental, spiritual forces which had lost none of their original 
power, and had it in them to humanise the future. 

, He would venture, he continued, to appeal to the organisers of that 
meeting to collect his addresses of eloquent wisdom and passionate 


— 


humanism, and make them available to the men and women of the 
present day. The old Rabbis discouraged the erection of monuments 
af stone to the righteous: “ Let their words be their memorial,” they 
said, 

Mes. Barsara Govutp dealt with that aspect of Israel 
Zanewill’s activities which had connection with the women’s suffrage 
movernent and quoted passages irom speeches which he delivered. 
He died. said Mrs. Gould, before his time, because he never spared 
himself in fighting tor those causes in which he believed. 

Rannt Dr. I. Marrvck said it was significant of Zangwill’s 
comprehensive humanity and his comprehensive Jewishness that 
manv of them who differed about other things, agreed in paying him 
the highest tribute of which they were capable for all that he meant 
as man and as Jew. 

Mrs. Israen ZANGWILL. in the course of a moving and eloquent 
speech, dealt, from a personal angle, with the character and life of 
her late husband. She thanked those who had spoken that evening 
so finely and those who had sent messages, and especially she wanted 
ta thank Mr. Lettwich, who Wiis responsible ior the holding ot that

What the Memorial Fund is Doing 
Dr fepctirrre N. SanaMAn, Treasurer of the Isracl Zangwill 
Memorial Fund, spoke of Zangwill in the countryside. He also dealt 
with the Israel Zangwill Memorial Fund itself, which, he reminded his 
hearers, was founded some tew years ago and it had been at work how 


for about six or seven years He had noticed of late that enticism 
appeared in the communal Press which had found its way into the 
ccneral Press. (‘ertain }? ople asked whit had they done with the 


Zangwill money ! Others asked why didnt they spend it on Palestine? 
Where were the accounts, and why were they not audited? What was 
the answer to that? The answer was that they foresaw the criticism 
that was rkely to come, and when they formed the Fund they took the 


precaution of putting it under the Charity’ Commission, and the 
accounts were rendered to the Charity (‘ormmussioners and to no one 
else. and the \ were not going to be rendered to anyone else. The 
reason was obvious. They were trying to do the work which Zangwill 
did. They were trying to help people, and they were not going to 


tell anybody at all whom they were helping and to what extent they 
were helping. He would say this, however : they had actually materially 
assisted fifteen people up to date, and that since the German crisis 
they had devoted part of their funds to helping German scholars to 
complete their work. The field covered had been a wide one. They 
hoped in the very near future to award what was to be called “ The 
Israel Zangwill Memorial Medal” in alternate years for the best work 
by a Jewish writer—one year in English and in another year in 
Hebrew—and there would be, he hoped, very shortly announced a 
prize of some twenty guineas for the best design for a medal to present 
to those who won. ‘That was, in brief, the work that was being done by 
the Israel Zangwill Memonal Fund. 

Sir Pattie Hartoe, K.B.E., in thanking Lord Cecil for presiding, 
paid tribute to his work on behalf of suffering Jews. 


Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 


New Education Officer Welcomed 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes was held on Tuesday. in the Committee Room of the 
Central Synagogue, 36, Hallam Street. Dayan Dr. A. Feldman presided, 
in the absence through indisposition of Dr. L. V. Snowman, the President 
of the Umon. 

The CHAIRMAN extended a welcome to the new Education Officer 
of the Union, Mr. I.. Fishman. 

Mr. FIisHMAN returned thanks. 

Arising out of the minutes, the CHArrRMAN, reporting on the Advanced 
Class in the South Essex area, said that the Semor Class at the West 
Ham Synagogue ceased to function in March last, and the Junior Class 
had now also stopped, owing to lack of numbers. A Study Circle had 
been formed, which met in the house of the Headmaster on Saturday 
afternoons and which would keep alive adolescent education. 

It was reported that the Annual Competitive Examination would be 
held on Sunday, March 14th, at University College, and that Mr. I. 
Fishman, the new Education Officer of the Union, would set and mark | 
the papers both for the jumor and senior classes. 

Mr. M. Atsert Jacoss presented the Treasurer's report and financial | 
statement, which dealt with the allocation of grants to constituent and! 
subventioned classes and organisations. After referring to the fact that’ 
they were able for this half-year to make increased grants to a number 
of classes, he said that, owing to the new financial arrangements in Con- 
stituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue, surplus Synagogues now 
handed over half their surplus to their Synagogue Classes. Therefore, 
for this half-year they were not making grants to the Bayswater, Central 
or Hendon Synagogues, but were making increased grants to other 
sets of classes. Mr. Jacobs then gave details of the allocation of the 
grants which amounted to £1,737 10s., compared with £1,701, and’ 
said that, notwithstanding the extra expenditure now involved 
by the appointment of an Education Officer and the provision 
they would have to make for his office, they hoped to be able to finish 
the year next May with no less a balance than they had been able to 
have in previous years. With the rapid growth of classes in outlying 
districts, the Union was constantly receiving requests for affilhation. At 
the present moment, no less than five new sets of classes were seeking 
affiliation. 

The Treasurer’s report was agreed to. 

Mr. Hersert M. Apier and the Rev. Water Levin presented 
reports of the following classes that had been inspected: Bayswater, 
Dagenham, Edmonton, Harrow, North-West London, Romford, Rouel 
Road (Bermondsey), South-East London, Teesdale Street, Willesden and 
Highams Park. 

The CuarrMan thanked Mr. Herbert M. Adler for the tremendous 
amount of work he had done for the Union in the matter of inspecting 
the Classes.

Jew-Baiters Clever Move

Duiing the past week there has been a perceptible slowing 
down the advance oO! the as ant! Ar wish as rar 
aS the disturbe i Jewish qual ters of aust London are eoncerned, 
Some observers have described the atmosphere tull be!ore 
the storm,” bearing in mind the torthcoming County Council 
elections, in March, in which Fascist candidates bave declared 
their intention to participate. 

Others detect in. this seemingly well-organised pause, a clever 
strategic move to give the impression that the lull is the result ot 
the pohce having “ got the situation in land.” This impression would 
be valuable to the Fascists. It would take the wind out of the satis 
of those in Parhament, who are pressing for special measures, but who 
would be far less anxious to. curtail, however slightly, any public 
liberties, on account of abuses which would appear to have been 
successfully handled by means of the powers which the police alread) 
have. Once the behet> was established that the Fascist meitement 
and the consequent atmosphere of dangerous hostility were merely a 
passing phase that had been effectively checked, and that violence had 
been brought under control, a resumption of the Fascist anti-Jewis!: 
campaign and even of violence would arouse less anxiety im high 
quarters.. The natural human dislike of returning to a distasteful and 
dificult problem that appears to have died down, would weaken 
Parliamentary reaction to the danger, while inertia would find an 
obvious answer to demands for action: the disorders were quietened 
before, they will be as surely controlled again without embarking upon 
the disagreeable course of hmuiting the cherished lberties of the British 
people. 

The evidence of this carefully-planned lull-—and all this applies 
only to the disturbed Jewish quarters in East London—is to be seen 
wn several directions. Both Fascist and anti-Fascist (excepting 
Communist) meetings in the districts have been quieter. The anti- 
Semrtie incitement at Fascist meetings has dropped from. fortissimo 
to forte anda trifle less blustering manner has been adopted by the 
Fascist tub-thumpers. The Blackshirt marches in the vicinity have 
avoided: the more Jewishly populated quarters and the marchers 
have indulged scarcely at all in shouting them anti-Jewish slogans. 
Hooliganism, the smashing of windows, assaults on isolated individuals 
m the streets, petty violence and the chalking of anti-Jewish slogans 
stopped in a strangely “disciplined” manner, and what acts of 
hoohtganism have occurred have shown none of the careful organisation 
of the previous terror tactics, In the market-places where Fascists 
sell their papers, their anti-Jewish remarks have been dropped and 
they contine themselves to crying: “ Buy the only British paper in 
the country.” On several occasions at. Blackshirt meetings, speakers 
have ordered thew supporters at the close of the meeting to go straight 
home. 3 

Only too anxious to grasp at every straw of comfort, the Jewish 
people in these areas are far less fearful and are thankful for the 
winter weather which is something of a check on the popularity of 
open-air meetings. But they are constantly made aware of the silent 
Fascist propaganda that is insidiously helping to maintain the Jew- 
hatred which Mosley’s Blackshirts have sown in districts where 
formerly Jews and Gentiles lived in peaceful neighbourliness. 

Everywhere the fervent hope exists—among a vast number of 
non-Jews no less than among Jews—that the Government will take 
the necessary step of making incitemént against racial and religious 
groups an indictable offence, thus cutting at the very root of the 
trouble, and converting the lull from a tactical truce into a lasting 
peace, 


Bethnal Green's Storm-Trooper 
Weekly Lies Beginning to Take Effect 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Resplendent in the full uniform of a Blackshirt. storm-trooper, 
“ Mick ” Clarke, the leader of the Bethnal Green Blackshirts, continues, 
every Friday evening, to indulge at Victoria Park Square, Bethnal 
Green, in virulent anti-Semitism. Last Friday, I was accompanied 
by a friend who had never before been to a Blackshirt meeting. He 
left within half-an-hour, made sick by the foul mis-statements, 

Speaking of stall-holders in the local market, Clarke declared that, 
*,...their stalls are being taken away from them and their pitches 


are being handed over to Jews....They (local Councillors) accept 


hriberv so that the Jew nuvht get a pitch in the market.. ‘To get 
i h vou must change yout! nationality to Jew o1 you must become 
member of the esteemed Borough Council.” 

It is some six weeks since I last attended a Blackshut meeting at 
Vietona Park Square, and | notieed a change in the attitude of the 
audience, Formerly, the audience would be taurly evenly divided into 
black hurts anc anti-Fasetsts, arc Interruptions would 
On this oceasion, there were no interruptions, and although there was 
mo creat display ol lor the GBilackshirts trom the main body oO} 
this crowd, which numbered more than 500, yet J felt the audience was 
extremely sympathetr

other Press Lords ° were attacked by Clarke, who denounced then: 
as follow “ Prees Lords fill vour minds with all the filth and all the 
lving propaganda they can lay ther beastly hands on.... We shall 
av to them ‘Your press is being used m your own tnterests.. 


You've been crucifving the masses of the British people on the altar 
of Jewish and mnternatronal finance.

writing. The first question was asked by himself, and he spent twenty 
ninutes answering it wanted tip? all possible doubt as to 
the Jewish antecedents ot Mos ey an | hus late wile, He declared such 
taterments to be “ termbly un-British and to be “a method unported 
inte this country from the Ghettoes of Kurope. No method 1s too vile 
and no method is too base to destroy our movement.” Clarke 
fortunately overdid it, and so his answer was received with a 
very seeptical silence. “Lady Mosley was the daughter of the First 
Marquis Curzon of Kent.” He had to admit that there was a Levy 
Leiter in the faumly tree, but he “was not a Jew, he was of Dutch 
deseent.’ He concluded: “ On March Ist, the truth ts going to prevail 
ubove the stink of Jewish violence.” 

The ratepayers of Bethnal Green will certainly have to pay heavily 
1a polree protection, for at this Blackshirt meeting I saw Inspectors, 
foot police, mounted police, police on motor-cycles, police in motor- 
ears and plain-clothes men. It really seems a strange way of 
euaranteeing the right ot tree speech, and Was itl marked contrast with 
the anti-Faseist meeting some few hundred yards away, where there 
were about three police present, 


FIGHTING AT A HAMPSTEAD MEETING 


William Joyces Abusive Tactics 
STEWARDS’ BRUTAL BEHAVIOUR 


[From our Special Correspondent | 


Th i! sday last week, Joyce, Director ot Propaganda 
ot the B.U.F., spoke at the Town Hall, Hampstead. This “ British” 
meeting was opened at 8 p.m. by a gramophone record playing the 
* Horst Wessel” song. ‘There was no Chairman, and the only 
vecupants of the platform beside the speaker were two standard 
bearers, one holding a Union Jack and the other a black flag. His very 
first words caused murmurs of disapproval from. sections of the 
audience, 

He said: ° For the past four years we have been struggling to 
create a movement to show that Britain belongs to the British people 
and not to the international financer, nor to the Communist, nor to 
the Jew.” (There were many Blackshirt stewards, and they were 
busy all the evening throwing interrupters out.) He said that people 
interrupted so as to give the Council a reason for not hiring the hall 
to them again. ‘They had. in fact been asked to pay for the cost 
of removing some valuable pictures from the walls, perhaps because 
“they knew that our opponents had prehensile hands and feet and 
could thus clamber up walls much better than the ordinary white 
man.’ There were loud cries of objection when he said: “ Mosley 
served his country in France, whilst the Jews in the East End were 
piling up the profits and tryimg to force the trade out of British 
hands.’ ‘There were cries of: “ What about the Jewish battalions?” 
and fighting broke out. 


Stewards Forced to Restrain Fascist Toughs 


The behaviour of the stewards was exceedingly provocative. 
Women were being so badly handled that Joyce had to announce 
that women stewards would attend to female interrupters. There was 
great commotion and disturbance, seats being overturned in throwing 
people out. Besides about 100 uniformed stewards there were small 
gangs of stewards in “ civvies.” These were nothing but toughs, and 
1 observed one, holding something in his hand, actually being held 
back by two uniformed Blackshirts who told him to keep away from 
the people. Particularly revolting was the sight of one man being 
pushed forward by four ‘stewards while a fifth was holding his hair 
and pulling him backwards. , 3 

Joyce’s speech was continuously anti-Semitic. “ We will crush the 


‘Jewish menace out of Britain....the Jews and Communists want to 
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say whether King Edward VIII can remain king or not. Thev insult 
the Royal family. It is time somebody made a stand in Great Britain 
to protect the King and monarchy we love.” By 9 o'clock most of 
the opposition had been thrown out, and Joyce let himself go. He 
attacked the chain stores and alleged that Woolworth’s was 90 per 
cent. Jewish. He held up Italy and Germany as models, “ not that 
we should follow thei example, because whatevel the Cerman could 
clo we could do better.” He issued a warning to those who were 
attempting to come between Britain and Germany. 

The abusive attitude and utter ruthlessness of the speaker 
could be seen by hus rephes to hecklers. To one lad he said: “And 
to the squawking hen who keeps interrupting I would say what you 
have lost in the power to attract you mnay possess in the power to 
repel.” At question time only written questions were accepted, and 
as these came almost entirely from the Blackshirts themselves, Joyce 
did not find it very difficult to answer them. | 

Disorder followed the Blackshirts into the street when thev 
marched from the town hall to their local headquarters. They were 
surrounded by a crowd shouting “Down with the black rats!” Foot 
and mounted pohce formed cordons iCTOSS the road Four ople were 
arrested and appeared at Marylebone Police Court last Friday. 

Of these, William John Pennock and Frederic Wolmark were 
charged with using insulting words and behaviour. Tristran Yelin and 
Wolmark were charged with obstructing a policeman. Mrs. Dorothy 
Cresswell was accused of assaulting iil}

Writing in Tuesday's News Caronic ie, Evelyn Rothfield states 
that: “ The speech made was of a constantly provocative nature, but 
when people interjected with such natural remarks as “ Question,” 
they were pounced upon by half-a-dozen stewards and brutally ejected. 
...» Phose objecting to people being treated like this were similarly 
dealt with.” 


An Unsuccessful Deputation 


The previous day, a deputation from fifteen local orgamsations 
waited upon the Mayor of Hampstead. This deputation, which 
included Mr. C. W. Nevinson, Mrs. Annabel Whilliams-Ellis and a 
representative from the Jewish People’s Council, representing the 
Jewish Community of Hampstead, stated its case against letting the 
Town Hall to the Blackshuirts, and also explained the general effect 
of Blackshirt incitement against a section of the Community. The 
Mayor did not consider the first point, as this was outside his province, 
although the deputation pointed out that in 1932 Leese, of the Imperial 
Umon of Fascists, now in prison, hired the hall and the booking was 
cancelled because it was going to be used for an attack on a section 
of the community. 

The Mayor listened with the greatest sympathy and wished to 
know the opimion of the Jewish Community. The Jewish representa- 
tive said that they were alarmed at the Jew-baiting 


Ignorant Speakers at South Tottenham

Rarely have I attended a meeting more bereft of intelligence and 
enthusiasm than the Blackslurt meeting held at West Green Road, 
South Tottenham, on Sunday last. The speakers—two youths barely 
twenty—were completely unable to hold their audience, and, indeed, 
were barely audible on the fringe of some 200 people. Both speakers 
by their continued reference to the events of Sunday, October 4th, 
when the Blackshirts had not been allowed to pass, showed clearly that 
the events of that day had greatly shaken the Fascist movement. It 
was obvious from the way in which they addressed the audience, 
that they were only semi-literate and that they had probably never 
read a serious book in thew hives. At question time, the speaker 
was completely embarrassed by his lack of knowledge and by his 
inatnlity to answer the questions put to him. 


Court Cases 
Men Provoked Into Violence 


“ This is the type of man whom the Fascist leaders mean to stir 
up to violence. He is an uneducated man, and, when persons suggest 
violence, responds, and they escape the blame.” 

This was the indictment of Mr. Langley, magistrate at Old Street 
Police Court, when he sentenced George Clark to two months’ 
imprisonment for using threatening behaviour and being armed with 
ar. offensive weapon with felonious intent. 

Four others, charged with assaulting the police during the dis- 
turbances in the East End on the 4th of this month, were dealt with at 
Old Street Police Court. Ralph Willson was sentenced to three 
months” hard labour and Arthur Sullivan to two months’ hard labour, 
Herbert Hatton was fined 10s. and Lilian Gordon was discharged under 
the Probation of Offenders Act. Charles Fountain, accused of 
damaging a £10 plate-glass window, was remanded on bail for six 
months. 

Henry Wright was sentenced at the same court to one month's 
hard labour for damaging a window belonging to a baker in Green 
Street, Bethnal Green. 


“T sre one of England’s most progressive boroughs, together with 
its neighbours, allowed to become the cockpit for hooligans and 
political racketeers,” writes Mr. M. H. Davis, member of the L.C.C. for 
Whitechapel and St. George’s, and former Mayor of Stepney, in an open 
letter to the Home Secretary. “If you do not move quickly; if you

At Tunbridge Wells, all political meetings in Newton Road, where 
the recent anti-Fascist demonstration occurred, have been banned by 
the Chief Constable after consultation with the Watch Committee of 
the Town Counetl. 

Ealing Town Council, also, have banned the use of the Town Hall 
othe halls their control lor (‘ommunist and Fascist 
meetings until further notice 

Sir Oswald Mosley, who applied recently to the Edmonton Urban 
District Council for permission to hold a meeting in Edmonton Town 
Hall, was refused pertuission., 

Following rowd at a Fascist meeting at Northampton, police 
have banned the holding of all Sunday evening mneetings in the Market 
square. 

At vesterdav’s meeting of the Paddington Borough Council 
Councillor T. Turner moved on behalf of the Labour group: That the 
Comm Ces concerned he requested to rake if a condition of the 
letting of the Council's halls for political meetings that persons in 
uniform be not admitted to such meetings, provided that such prohibi- 
tion shall not apply to the wearing of a uniform of His Majesty's 
Forces or incidental to normal employment, trade or oeccupa- 
tion (other than ernployment by a pohtical orgamisation). 

The Baths Commuttee has already refused to allow a Fascist 
meeting in the Baths Hall next January.

Relief Work After Mosley's ‘“ March” 
| Workers’ Circle Gives £200

| Spoke recently, to Mr. J. Pearce, the secretary of the Jewish 
People’s Council, about the anti-Faseist sentument that had been 
aroused m Kast London by the mtended march ot the Blackshirts on 
October 4th. He said that unquestionably the petition organised by 
the Jewish Peoples Council had done great good in arousing popular 
resentment. The activities of the canvassers in explaining the nature 
of the march had created an active anti-Fascist reaction and con- 
tributed greatly to the eventual banning of the march. As a result of 
the Council's clear lead the people of East London were looking to 16 
as a strong advisory body and coming to it for advice. | 

Mr. Pearce was amazed at some of the cases brought to his notice 
atter the events of October 4th. He told me of many innocent 
people who had been arrested, and he cited many cases of those 
eoming into the charge room being very harshly treated there. Creat 
indignation had been aroused by the fact that many of the Jewish 
youths arrested had been treated as criminals and had had their 
finger-prints taken. The Jewish People’s Council had provided legal 
assistance and had bailed out Minny of those arrested and paid their 
tines. In some cases tinancial reef had been given to those who 
had been so incapacitated as to be unable to return to work, but Mr. 
Pearce made it clear that this was entirely outside the Council's 
scope and was an emergency act only. 

The Council has considerably increased in strength and various 
Councils of Action in London have become branches of the*Council. 
The Secretary told me that financial support was increasing, although 
much more was needed. He believed that the Council had come to 
stay and that it fulfilled a need of East London Jewry. The fact that 
one branch of the Workers’ Circle had given £200 and that other 
organisations were levying themselves weekly seemed to support that 
statement. 


A meeting of the Hampstead and Golders Green branch of the Jewish 
People’s Council was held recently at St. Albans Hall, Golders Green. 
The hall was completely filled, and an exceedingly interested audience 
listened to an exposition of the work of the Council by Mr. J. W. Bentley 
and Mr. H. Lubbock. It was pointed out that it was necessarv that the 
financial position of the Council should be put on a stable basis, and it 
was proposed to do so by enrolling members who should pay a regular 
weekly subscription. A collection was taken, and in addition a con- 
siderable number of membership forms were completed. It is requested 
that those in the district who are interested in the work of the Council

Capt. A. U. M. Hudson, M.P. 
Promise to Support Anti-Terror Measures 


For some time, Councillor J. Feldman, a member of the Hackney 
Borough Council, has been in communication with the Member ot 
Parliament for North Hackney, on the subject ot Fascist attacks or) 
Jews and the best methods of curbing this form of terrorism. Some 
days ago he received from Capt. Hudson the following letter : 

You ask me, as your Member of Parliament, for my views on 
the present. position of the Jewish-Fascist question. As vou know 
from speeches which I have made and from letters which I have 
written, I am fully aware of the gravity of the situation and 
determined that these outbreaks of hooliganism must be terminated 
Locally, extra police protection has been afforded, which has 
unproved matters to some degree, but it ts becorhing increasingls 
obvious that more drastic steps must now be taken to deal with 
the whole question 

Various methods have been suggested. which would seem to me 
to be well worthy of consideration. To forbid all political uniforms 

to forbid processions through the streets and perhaps to forbid 
meetings of a type likely to inflame racial feeling, within an area 
in which the population ts largely Jewish. Legislation would probably 
be required to carry out any of these suggestions I understand 
that the Cabinet is, at the moment, considering the whole position 

Your suggestion of an alteration of the law of hbel and slander 
is an interesting one. It may be necessary. Not being a lawver, | 
was under the unpression that the existing law gave the necessary 
protection if its provisions were properly invoked 

In any case these incidents must cease and I shall give my full 
support to any measures which are proposed to strengthen the law 
to this end. 


Sir Percy Herris and Peace in Bethnal Green 


Sir Percy Harris, Liberal Member for South-West Bethnal Green, 
spoke last week at a public meeting in the division. 

“ There is no more peaceful part of the world than Bethnal Green.” 
he said. “I have served it in a representative capacity now 
for thirty years and can testify that there are no more law- 
abiding, tolerant people than in the East End. I therefore 
have a nght to resent the attempt of an outside organisation, 
for political ends, to stir up trouble amongst people who have 
quite enough troubles of their own with unemployment and bad 
housing.” 

Actually, he asserted, the Fascists had no real following. . Their 
present members were infinitesimal, but the stirring up of race 
prejudice, the marching in military formation, and the wearing of 
umforms were an incitement to public disorder. 

“As to uniforms, the law wants either redefining or strengthening. 
Three years ago I backed a Bill to make them illegal, and I raised the 
question on the Home Office Vote last session. If people want to wear 
umiforms let them join the Territorials, who badly want recruits, the 
Salvation Army, or the Boy Scouts, whose aims are not political but 
social.” 


Tension on Which Dictators Rise 
Fascsm Another Angle of War 


Owing to Fascism, large numbers of Jews in East London were 
living in fear, said Mr. C. R. Attlee, leader of the Labour Party, speak- 
ing at the Co-operative Hall, Peckham, this week. 

This kind of thing was not going to stop at Jews and Gentiles. 
The next thing would be to arouse the small shopkeeper against the 
Co-operative Societies, to arouse Catholics against Protestants, pro- 
ducers against distributors, and rural England against urban England. 

“ Throughout the country now there is a feeling of intense strain 
‘and tension and there is the deliberate preaching of the doctrine of 
hatred,” he continued. “It is on this feeling that dictators rise to 

wer.” 

“Under Fascism, youth is flattered, put into uniforms, permitted 
to march and to swagger—and is denied all political rghts, many 
economic rights and every right of intellectual freedom,” declared Mr. 
Herbert Morrison, M.P., to South Hackney Labour Party League of 
Youth, 

“Fascism is only another angle of war, believing as it does that 
force is the only method of rule,” said Mrs. Corbett Ashby, a member 
of the League of Nations Union Executive, speaking at a League of 
Nations Union meeting at Rhyl Town Hall. 

“The twin dangers of war and Fascism,” she said, “ are threaten- 
ing peace and democracy, and what is needed from us is the public 
opinion that will force the British Government to give definite 
energetic leadership in the fight for peace and democracy.”

To Those Who Attend Meetings 
Help: Dont Hinder the Cause 


Mr. Israel Gellman, of 41, The Drive, Golders Green, writes: 

I wish to appeal to those of our co-religiomsts who attend Fascist 
meetings and to those who attend the out-door meetings eonducted 
by the Board of Deputies and the Assocation of Friendly Societies. 
The main object of the latter meetings is to address non-Jews, and the 
SUCCCSS ot the meetings he completely destroved the Jews 
who are present fail to observe the following points of conduct : 


l. Do not indulge in audible side-talk with Jew or non-Jew. It rarely 
serves any useful purpose, but venerally disturbs the speaker on the platform. 

Se When questions are invited. (a) refrain from asking anv questions 
at all until every non-Jew in the audience has had his opportunity; (b) do 
not ask futile or irrele\ ant Questions ; i¢ contne youl cy ue stions tO Sip hy points 
as will enable the speaker usefully to expand his answer to a previous 
questioner ; (id) do not arrogate to vourselves the right. well mtentironed in 
most cases, to supplement the speakers’ replies by vour own observations 
two or more people doing this simultaneously create a certain confusion which 
does not help along the good work: i¢) if a person asks a question whieh 
is factually incorrect or even grossly exaggerated, do not break out into 
eriticism-—-the questioner may be ill-informed, but perfectly honest, and _ is 
best left to be instructed by the speaker. 
3. It you consider that a non-Jew who has asked questions would 
profit by a frank heart-to-heart talk, leave it over until the meeting has been 
declared closed. Even then, undertake the task only if you are really fitted 
for it by an imtimate knowledge of the subject and ability to speak well 
and clearly. Always display a large measure of patience and courtesy in 
your discussions. If you cannot observe these conditions, then they are best 
left alone. 

4. Do not drag in party political matters. The exclusive purpose of the 
meetings authorised by the Board of Deputies and the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies is to rebut anti-Semitic mis-statements, and the speakers 
are not concerned in any way with party politics.

THE BISHOP OF LONDON SPEAKS 


East London Jew-Baiters Denounced 
OUTSIDERS WHO DISTURB THE PEACE 


The Bishop of London, Dr. Winnington Ingram, referred to the 
disturbances in East London at the auturmn session of the London 
Inocesan Conference, held on Monday evening at the Central Hall. 
Westminster. He said that he had lived in East London for nine wears. 
and, except for an occasional murder, they were the most peaceable 
people in the world. There was no enmity between Gentile and Jew. 
They might not always have agreed, but they lived together in peace. 
The Jew by his thrift and sobriety and his love of children had set 
them an example. It was monstrous that a body of outsiders should 
go down to disturb the peace of East London. Jew and Gentile had 
to make a common front to meet the mterference of outsiders 

The following resolution was carried : 

That this Conference, while fully aware of the difficulties that must 
nirisee from the presence it certain districts ot large populations ol people 
of other religious beliefs and social habits, asserts the fact that the Jew 
and the Christian are children of God, and therefore calls upon all 
Christians to stand firm against any and every attempt to arouse anti- 
Semitic feeling for political or any other ends, 

Only two members of the audience rose to oppose the resolution. 
Ome of them, an East End clergyman, the Rey. R. M. F. Lang (states 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency), complained that “aliens” in the 
East End desecrated the Christian Sabbath and alleged that “im 
cettain districts, hundreds, if not thousands, of ahens came in veat 
after year and houses which they took they made almost into 
factories. The result was that there was no housing accormmroodation 
for the people because of the dwellings which had been used for work- 
rooms by the aliens, whilst the factories which should have been used 
remained unoccupied.” 


The Increase of Cruelty 
The “ appalling increase of cruelty among people who clamun to be 
ervilised ” is denounced by the Bishop of Southwark, Dr. R. Parsons,

Free Church Session 


Ashamed of Anti-Semitic Campaign 


The Session of the Free Church adopted a resolution at its last 
meeting, strongly condemning “the measures recently taken in this 
country to stir up racial enmity against the Jewish Community. It 
cannot but regard as in the highest degree un-Christian a policy which 
so flagrantly demes that purpose of race fellowship, and sets itself 
deliberately to foment racial ill-feeling. It resolves to send to the 
leaders of the Jewish Comununity the following message : 

“This Session desires to convey to the members of the Jewish 
Cormmunity through the Jewish Board of Deputies, its sense of shame 
at the recent attempts to work up racial feeling against the Jews in this 
country. It repudiates all such attempts as being un-Christian and 
un-British, and it assures our Jewish fmends of its sympathy and 


goodwill, confident that its attitude represents the feeling of the vast 


mass of Christian people throughout our land.” 


Methodists on Anti-Semitism 
“An Offence Against Christian Teachings " 


The Executive of the Social Welfare Department of the Methodist 
Church. at its meeting on October 22nd, gave consideration to facts 
submitted by Methodist Ministers 1m the East End of London regard- 
ing the present anti-Semitic movement. The Executive adopted 
unanimously the following resolution : 


“The Executive of the Methodist Church Social Weliare Department 
regards the present organised attempt to inflame the publhc mind against 
members of the Jewish race as an offence against the Christian teachings of 
the Fatherhood of God and the universal Brotherhood of Man. 

“The Executive assures the leaders of the Jewish Community of its 
earnest desire to sustain and strengthen the ties of goodwill and co-operation 
between Christians and Jews and of its readiness to enter into consultation 
with them as to ways in which fraternal relationships can be most effectively 
expressed, 

“ Further, the Executive would emphasise the importance at the present 
time of a clear witness by Christians against all forms of racial enmity, and 
of practical expressions of Christian neighbourliness towards our Jewish 
fellow -cit izens.”’

Following on two general meetings held at the Hendon Town Hall, 
addressed by Mr. Barnett Janner and several Hon. Officers of the Grand 
Order of Israel and Shield of David Friendly Society, a local committee 
has been formed to organise local defence work as the Fascists are 
showing evidence of activity in Golders Green, Brent, Burnt Oak, 
Edgware and Kilburn.

Lecture by Sir Robert Waley Cohen 


WHAT ENGLAND EXPECTS OF HER JEWS 


On Sunday morning last in the Hampstead Synagogue, Denning- 
ton Park Road, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., inaugurated the 
series of lectures arranged by the Synagogue’s Conjoint Cultural 
Committee, when he spoke on the subject of ‘“Anglo-Jewry.” Dayan 
M. Gollop presided. ; 


Speaking from the pulpit, Sir Robert said that the creat responsibilit v 
of Anglo-Jewry was to see that religious freedom should not, as far as 
they were concerned, breed indifference and materialism. that the lives of 
British citizens of the Jewish faith should be inspired by strong spiritual 
force, the only real bulwark against the gross material currents which were 
afflicting other peoples. During the past hundred years there had come 
into this country a number of Jews, victims who were escaping from that 
foul disease, anti-Semitism, which was characteristic of the lowest type 
of degraded human nature. Many of these victims had been scarred by 
the tortures, physial and spiritual, to which they had been subjected 
The fine Jewish character, with all its spirituality and gentleness had 
given way to the character of a persecuted and tortured person compelled 
to sink to every material strategem in the effort to preserve life with 
every form of hvelihood blocked. To such men material problems had 
naturally loomed too large. It took a generation or two to brush off the 
scars and let the true, fine Jewish nature come out again. Those English 
Jews who had enjoyed freedom throughout their lives and perhaps whose 
forbears had enjoved it for a generation or two before them. could do 
much to help by sternly discountenancing vulgarity and ostentation, the 
excessive exuberance of personal freedom, as well as discreditable 
practices inherited from lands of persecution upon whose victims these 
had heen forced 


Jewish Duties in the Defence Forces 

*’ Jews have never been slow in their readiness to make sacrifices for 
“a great cause,’ said Sir Robert. ‘‘ There can be no doubt that this great 
and beloved country of ours to which we owe so much is threatened at 
this tune with unpre edented dangers. Jews must show themselves ready 
to train themselves for the defence of our hearth and homes. Very 
large numbers of Jews served their country in the War. Recent develop 
ments m Germany may serve to convince us m what a real sense 
freedom was then at stake. God grant that we may be spared any 
repetition of war, but with the fierce tyrannies now at large it is clea 
that every young man fit to bear arms should join the Territorial 
Forces and train himself to play his part in defending civilisation if it 
should again be attacked.”’ 

Continuing, Sir Robert said that notwithstanding certain. evil 
characters who, fromm motives of personal ambition, were endeavouring to 
spread corruption im the nation to-day, the British people still stood 
tirm, and would for long stand firm im its tradition of freedom and 
tolerance. Men possessing the rhetorical powers of the demagogue might 
capture support for a tume by playing on ignorance and pandering to 
material greed. But with the British nation such triumphs would always 
be short. ‘“‘ We shall never see in this country,’’ said Sir Robert, ‘‘ or in 
the Dominions, any man maintain leadership for long whose public policy 
is not inspired by the great eternal principles of morality and religion, 
which, if we reflect, we shall realise the world owes fundamentally to 
Judaism.’’ Let them realise what their Judaism could do for them and 
for their country, and how by neglect or indifference they would be 
false not only to the cause of Judaism, but also to the British nation of 
which they formed a part and which gave them religious freedom that 
they might fulfil their task in its midst. The Jew who relinquished his 
Judaism and succumbed to materialism would be resented by that very 
séction of their fellow-Englishmen who were the greatest frends of Jewry, 
resented as lacking that fundamental thing which the Englishman 
demands, the spimtual usprration m irfe.

Condemnation of Jewish Persecution 


“FAIR-PLAY FOR A GREAT RACE” 

Mr. Lloyd George addressed a crowded meeting at the Free 
Trade Hall, Manchester, on Friday evening, organised by the 
Lancashire and Gheslure Area Branch of the Council of Action. The 
Rev. W. R. Weeks, who presided, read a letter from Rabbi Dr. 8. M. 
Lehrman who wrote : 

“As a Rabbi of the Jewish Community im Manchester, and as a member 
af your Executive, I would hke to send a message to your great demonstra- 
tion to-night. I regret in the first place that, owing to the Jewish Sabbath, 
my colleagues and I cannot be on the platform with you, but 1 would like 
to take the opportunity of sending an address of welcome to that most 
distinguished defender of all minorities and particdlarly of Jewry-—the Richt 
Hon. David Lioyd George. His long and illustrious career of public service 
shows nothing finer than his courageous stand for minority mghts. And 
now, at this dark hour, when Jews are assailed in lands once regarded as 
having reached the high-water mark of civilisation, we look to him agaim 
we are certain not in vain-—-to speak out with his incomparable voice. Ever 
here in Eneland the dark hand of violence is bemg raised in our midst. Ther 
is no man in this country to whom Jews look with greater respect ane 
affection, and to-night we know we shall hear words which onec again shall 
be dear to our hearts.” 

They stood, said Mr. Weeks, four-square with the Rabbi. Speak 
rage lor the Free Churches, and surely for all Christian people, the \ 
strongly urged the Government to say with reference to this fendish 
Jew-baiting: “It must stop.” “May I say for myseli, he continued 
“and surely for thousands more, we detest the foul treatment received 
by the Jews in Germany and in other lands? We will do all in ow 
power to see that this scurvy plague of Jew hunting shall not spread to 
these shores. Wonderful has been the legacy of Israel. The Jews wer 
the creators and the preservers of ethical monotheism; they wer 
puoricers of social reform. The social al Christianity has its 
roots in the Jewish Buble. No other book pleads iis persistent], ancl 
more eloquently for justice. Jewry must be free to express itself in 
Palestine, in Great Britain and in all lands, to develop its special 
contribution to the onward march of the sons of God.” 

The letter from Rabbi Lehrman was referred to by Mr. Lieva 
George, who said he agreed with every word that was said by thy 
Rabbi. “I am opposed to oppression of every kind,” said Mr. Lioyd 
George, “from whatever quarter it comes, and whether it ts ractal, 
religious or class. 1 have fought them all my lite, and [ will die fight 
ing them. If you find me going wrong on that, send for a mental 
specialist. I am against dictatorships out and out, root and branch 
lock, stock and barrel, and if you can think of any other cliché meaning 
the same thing I will add it to the hst.” 

On the Wednesday previous to the meeting, Rabbi Lehrman, who 
is a member of the local Council of Action, received the following 
message from Mr. Lioyd George : 

“I deeply regret that, owing to the exigencies of organisation, 
the meeting will be held at a time when it is unpossible tor you 
and your co-religionists to attend. I would have hked to have 
my Jewish friends present, as I have always been a strong 
supporter of fair play for that great race, and equally strongly 
opposed to the persecution and ill-treatment they have suffered, 
whether it was in Russia in the Tsarist days, in Germany to-day, 
in Palestine and in the new danger they are exposed to in the 
East End of London and other parts of the country. I have 
never altered my feelings of abhorrence at these attacks on an 
ancient and venerable race to whom civilisation owes so deep a 
debt of gratitude.”

NEW CAMPAIGN OF HATE 
Country-Wide Anti-Jewish Drive 
STREICHER’S TRAVELLING CIRCUS 


“Public Enemy Number One 


The new country-wide anti-Jewish drive, said to have been 
launched at the instigation of Dr. Goebbels, is gaining daily im 
intensity. Leading Nazi officials are addressing huge meetings in 
numerous cities, where people are incited agaist the Jews in the well- 
known Streicher manner. 

It is widely believed that the drive is intended to prepare the 
ground for further anti-Jewish measures, which, it is stated, are to 
be announ ol towards the end of Nov ember on the occasion ot the end 
of the Frankfurter tral in Switzerland. Meanwhile, the food shortage 1s 
INCTrCASIN YL, and this, too, hay serve as an occasion for new anti-Jewssh 
measures as a means ol diverting attention from the actual state ot 
affairs. 

Mass ralhes have already been held in Cologne, Sulzbach, Zwickau 
and other places, addressed by the local CGaauleiters and other high 
officials of the Nazi party. In Leipzig alone, it is reported, over sixty 
anti-Jewish meetings are to be held during the next few weeks. 

A leading part in the new drive is being taken by Julius Streicher. 
who ts stumping the country with the travelling exhibition—** World 
Enemy Number One, Jewish Bolshevism —which was first exhibited 
at the Nuremberg Congress. Addressing a crowd of 15,000 at Karlsruhe, 
Streicher expressed pnde that the Nazi Party Congress had endorsed 
his anti-Jewish campaign, and boasted of his knowledge of the Jewish 
problem. His knowledge of this question, he said, was “more than 
that of 3,000 professors.” He urged his audience to boycott not only 
the Jews, but all those who are “imbued with the Jewish spirit.” In 
answer toa question put to him by a member of the auchence, Stremeher 
said that “the only decent Jew I ever knew was so decent that he 
comnmutted swade. I would not mind it if all Jews were so decent.” 

The struggle between the “Aryans” and the Jews would last 150 
years, Streicher solemnly announced in Freiburg. Nazi. Germany 
would win a great victory against Jewry and the whole world would 
follow its “ example.” 

Addressing an audience at Schwetzingen, in Baden, Streicher 
urged “a fight to the finish” against the Jews. “It is a question,” he 
asserted, “of to be or not to be.” Thousands of members of the 
German Labour Front were sent to the meeting by special trains from 
Mannheim and other towns. Incidentally, the local municipality 
celebrated Streicher’s visit by naming a street after him as a mark of 
appreciation of his Jew-batting activities. 


GESTAPO VETO ON JEWISH MEETINGS 
Jews Barred from Secret Police Headquarters 


Belief that strong measures are to be taken against the Jews in 
Germany in the coming weeks was sharpened over the week-end by a 
drastic order issued by the Gestapo, the Nazi Secret Police, prohibiting 
all Jewish meétings, lectures and public gatherings, including Zionist 
assemblies, “until further notice.” 

All Jewish meetings arranged for this week have had to be called 
off as a result of this order. 

Sunultaneously, the Gestapo issued another order forbidding Jews 
or Jewish organisations from entering into direct contact with officials 
of the Gestapo. The order declares that neither Jews nor representa- 
tives of Jewish organisations are to be permitted to appear personally 
at the Gestapo headquarters to plead for arrested. persons or to seek 
information or permits of any kind. Communication by Jews with the 
Gestapo may be continued only through the medium of the post, with 
no assurance that the Gestapo will give any recognition to requests 
received in this way. The order also applies to Jewish lawyers making 
enquiries regarding the fate of Jews taken into custody by the Gestapo. 
Families of Jews arrested by Gestapo agents, therefore, may be kept 
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in ignorance for weeks with regard to the fate of the arrested men and 
the disposition ot their CVSCS. 

These orders are taken to indicate that a new Wave of 
Jewish arrests is to be anticipated during the coming weeks and that 
the Gestapo is to adopt a harsher course generally. 


JEWISH MEAT STORES CLOSED DOWN 
Scapegoats for the Food Shortage 


A number of the largest and oldest established meat stores in Berlin 
belonging to Jewish companies, including the sausage factory otf 
Rosenthal and Schey, the purveyors of all Kasher meat to Jewish 
hospitals, homes for the aged and other institutions, were last week 
ordered to close down permanently. The order, which was issued by 
(Count Helldorf. the head of the Berlin police, prohibits the owners 
of these ente rprises Irom ever opening: any business in the meat trade. 
An official communiqué states that the drastic orders were issuec 
hecause the enterprises had allegedly violated the regulations LOVerii- 
ing the meat trade. | 

Reports which reached Berlin from Essen, Elbing and Landsberg 
tate that Jewish butchers’ shops in those towns have also been closed 
down permanently on various pretexts. | 

The present drive torms only part of the CoM paign which the 
Nazi authorities are waging to eliminate Jews from the food industries, 
especially in those commodities in which an acute shortage 1s being 
telt all over Germany. 

In a number of cases the official reason given for closing 
the stores was that they had sold imported Kasher meat at a price 
above the official tariff. The owners did not deny this fact, but 
pointed out that, precisely because this was an imported article, it 
could not be sold at the same price as local meat. The immediate 
results of this action will be to make it practically umpossible for 
Orthodox Jews to obtain Kasher meat at any price, for no food store 
will risk its leence to sell it. 


CATHOLIC PRIEST’S VISIT TO SYNAGOGUE 
Nazi Fury at “Incredible” Action 


The Narionat Zerrune, of Essen, the organ of General Goering, 
has reproduced a page of pictures showing how a Catholic priest paid 
a visit to the Essen Synagogue. The priest's “audacity” has aroused a 
storm among the Nazis, and the Nationa ZerrunG describes the visit 
of a German pnest to a Synagogue in these times as an “almost 
incredible” action, going on to deliver a fierce attack on the Catholic 
Church and its friendly attitude towards the Jews. “The fnendship ot 
the Jews and the Catholics,” it rages, “is based on their common hatred 
of the Nazi regime.” 

The German Catholic KIRCHENBLATT discusses in 
its last issue attacks by various Nazi journals on the Catholic Church 
and quotes a statement from the Nazi paper Burrz to the effect that 
“Christianity and National Socialism are trreconcilable.” 


“Still Too Many Jewish Doctors” 


Following the campaign against Jews in the legal profession, the 
Nazi Press has now renewed its attack on Jews in medicine. It is high 
time to introduce new restrictions against Jews in medicine in order 
further to restrict the number of Jewish doctors who are still practising 
and to forbid them to treat “Aryan” patients, it 1s declared. 

The AnGRIFF alleges that in spite of the fact that the number of 
Jewish doctors in Berlin has greatly decreased since the Nazis came to 
power, there are still at present over 2,000 Jewish doctors in Berlin. 
Dr. H. Grote, chief of the Berlin panel service, has published a state- 
ment deploring the “still dominant influence of the Jews on the 
committees of different medical organisations,” and announcing the 
establishment of a Union of German Doctors of Berlin to counter- 
balance “ Jewish influence.” 


GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 


SpectAL courses for Jewish doctors deprived of opportunity to 
study or practise the latest developments in the science of medicine 
have been opened in Berlin by the Jewish Community. The 
courses are under the direction of Professor Seligmann, former 
Director of the Berlin Health Department and now head of the health 
institutions of the Jewish Community, and are free of charge to 
all Jewish doctors desirous of enrolling. Practical work will be possible 
in the clinies and hospitals maintained by the Community. 

THe VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER announces that chapters of 
Hitler's “Mein Kampf” dealing with Jews are to be separately reprinted 
in an inexpensive edition and distributed to all schoolchildren for 
use as a text book. Copies of the booklet will also be distributed 
to all members of the Nazi Party, the 8.A. and the 8.8. formations and 
the Hitler Youth Organisation as “desirable material for propaganda.” 


A NuMBER of German insurance companies have notified their 
Jewish clients that their health insurances are henceforth invalid and 
cancelled. No reason was given for this action, which is a severe 
blow to hundreds of Jews. 


A sUGGESTION that the statue of the Jewish composer, 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy should be removed from before’ the 
Gewandhaus in Leipzig and handed over to the Jewish Culture League 
there is made by the local Nazi TaGeszerruna. 

Ir is announced that “Aryan” businesses in Berlin are in future 
to be distinguished by a badge indicating membership of the Labour 
Front. 

A Jew, Manfred Josef, aged twenty-five, has been sentenced in 
Munich to three years’ hard labour for posing as an “Aryan.” The 
reason for his “crime” was that he wanted to obtain work. 
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WORLD'S OLDEST JOKE IN PERIL 
“ Mother-in-Law” a Jewish Invention ? 


A solemn appeal to all good Nazis to exercise vigilance in watch- 
ing over the “joke columns” of newspapers, lest “Jewish disruptive 
humour’ be allowed to creep in, is uttered this month by the 
DevTscue Presse, the organ of the Reich Union of the German Press. 
Examples of “Jewish poison” of this kind included are not onl, 
political jokes, but jokes about extravagant wives and henpecked 
husbands, and about married life generally—a slande1 
sider, on German family life. 

While Jewish influence has been eliminated, the article adds 
indignantly, many newspapers introduce in their “yoke columns” 
specimens of “Humour Abroad,” and thus Jewish disruptiveness tinds 
a further channel through which to enter.

VISITOR TO GERMANY RETURNS DISILLUSIONED 

Having been in Germany as a student for more than a vear, Mr 
W. Kimber has returned to Hattield College. Durham. the SUNDERLAND 
tno reports, an opponent of Nazism, a doctrine he had favoured prior 
to his visit. The Germans, in removing one evil, had replaced it with 
another all along the line, he declared. Germany was under the burden 
of a top-heavy bureaucracy which was not as efficient as its predecessor. 

Adding that he had regretfully come to the conclusion that Germany 
was the danger spot in Europe, Mr. Kimber said its treatment of the 
Jews was a disgrace to the name of any civilised nation: its nationalism 
was the perverted frenzy of a fanatic; and its repression of free thought. 
with the numerous concentration Cunps, could only produce a mentally 
C3 nation. It was ndiculous to expect a German to give an honest 
account of things as they were in his country, because he dared not.

Conservative M.P. and Nazi Persecutions 


Speaking at the Great George Street Conservative Club in Liverpool! 
recently, Sir John J. Shute, M.P., gave an outline of his impressions 
of Nazi Germany, and expressed a certain amount of sympathy for 
Hitler and for the Nazi Youth Movement. He also stated, however, that 
he had not returned from his visit pro-German, for he believed Britain 
was the best country in the world, and her style of Government the best. 
He entirely dissociated hunself from the treatment of the Jews in 
Germany, and felt it was the black spot in the development of the new 
German spirit. He did not hesitate to express his views freely to Germans, 
pointing out that among his personal friends were many of the Jewish 
faith, loyal and devoted citizens, and said he failed to understand the 
intense bitterness in Germany. He had to admit that his protests fell 
on deaf ears, the Germans contending that their problem was *‘different.’’

THE PALESTINE REVOLT 


PaLesTINeE ON THE Eve, by Ladislas Farago (Putnam, 10s. bd. net.), 
is a journalist's acount of the Palestine revolt written with -a studied 
objectivity which is as welcome as it ts unusual. The writer, who is a 
Hungarian, has been at great pains to present the Jewish and Arab pomnts 
of view and to give a picture of the country as it exists to day, undis- 
torted by exaggeration or prejudice. He obtrudes his own opinions as 
little as possible and lets those whom he consulted and the facts which 
he observed speak for themselves, 

He draws an impressive picture of the Yishuv and for one knowing 
no Hebrew and presumah]y with but little previous acquaintance with 
Zionisin Mr. Farago has marvellously succeeded in marshalling essential 
facts and apprectating the miracle of Jewish achnevement. 
in this respect is 


His SUCCESS 
the more remarkable inasmuch as he moved about the 
eountry. at the ‘perl of his life and was more than once under fire. 

But his book derives its main importance from the frankness with 
which the writer suceceded im persuading both Jewish and Arab notables 
te talk to him. He has contrived to get them to place all their cards on 
the table without subtertuge and camouflage, and with uncanny insight 
he has placed his finger on many of the sore spots of the existing 
situation.

It is to be hoped that the authorities of the Colonial Office will read 
what he has to say concerning the weaknesses of the Administration. It 
is, for instance, preposterous that no official can converse socially with a 
Jew or an Arab without being at once suspected or accused of pro- 
Jewish or pro-Arab bias. The result is that the officials keep to them- 
selves and a wholly artificial barrier is set up between the members of 
the Administration and the population. It is notorious that the Arab 
officials actively sympathised with their compatriots during the revolt and 
Mr. Farago does not acquit the Jews of similar partiality. Telephone 
messages were tapped and official searches for arms were nearly invariably 
futile because the Arab villages always received prior information of what 
was impending. 

Mr. Farago reports an important interview with the Emir Abdullah, 
who, he makes it clear, is ready to come to terms with the Zionists. His 
conversation with the Emir had one pathetic touch. They were discuss- 
ing Arabic literature. The Emir said :‘‘ If you want to know anything 
about Arab literature I can recommend someone to you who can tell 
you all you wish to know. He is a Jewish professor in the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem.’’ He was alluding to Levy Billig, soon after- 
wards foully shot at his desk by an Arab bullet. But that tragedy 
occurred after Mr. Farago had already left Palestine. 

He has written a ‘‘ meaty ’’ book. He has adopted the Shakespear~ 
ian maxim: ‘‘ Nothing extenuate nor set down aught in malice,’* 
and what he has to say can be read with infinite profit by all who would 
know most of what there is to know about the Palestine disturbances,

HIGHWAYS THROUGH JUDAISM 


Highways Through Judaism, by Rabbi Victor Ec. ichert 
Bonocino Press, 2s.). 


This little book, containing essays reprinted from the official maga- 
vine of the National Federation of Temple Brotherhoods in the United 
States, is a more notable publication than its diminutive appearance 
would seem to promise. Dr. Reichert has the gift, all too rare, of 
compressing a quart of thought into a pint measure and saying a great 
deal in a few words. Withal this verbal economy involves no surrender 
of literary grace. He has selected for consideration five types of men 
who have contributed to the upbuilding of Judaism prophet, sage, 
philosopher, mystic and poet—* pathfinders of the spirit,’’ and he has 
sought “‘ to abstract the idiom of their collective speech and to glimpse 
the wisdom they have found.’’ 

Dr. Reichert envisages Judaism as a tapestry into which many 
hands have woven different coloured threads, each with its own distinc. 
tion and beauty, but, all spun together, seen to be governed by a highe: 
unity. “* Woven of dust and dreams, it tells of the wraith-like souls 
who have caught whispers of eternal things and bequeathed us the 
legacy of their flaming insights.’’ It will be seen that the author wields 
a poetic pen, and, indeed, he gives us one or two examples of his gifts 
in the tradition of Yehuda Halevi and Bialik But the chief 


ment ot 
these essays is in their perception of the essential element 


of the Jewish 
gemus and in the epigrammatic analysis of the intellectual and spiritual 
make-up of the several types considered. Dubnow, in his famous @ssa, 
on Jewish history, similarly contrived to condense a vast field into smal! 
compass without sacrificing essentials. But where Dubnow drew a whole 
map, Dr. Reichert has merely selected the landmarks. The ultimate 
effect is the same 

The writer indicates how each of his types impinged upon Judaism, 
supplementing and complementing and rounding-off the rest, and he 
leaves the reader to apprehend and appraise the final svnthesis. This 
modest volume may he ac" minted one ot the errs tif) the comprehensive 
Jewish library which the Soncino Press is commendably building up 


Das Licht der Ewigkeit, by Elie Munk (Hermon Verlag, Frankfort 


a.M., 1935). 


This latest work by the Rabbi of Ansbach is a remarkably well- 
written book, regard being had to its theme. Designed as an mtro- 
duction to the system of Jewrsh esoteric lore known iis the Kabb lah. 
it unfolds before the reader a world of thought and belief which the 
author has reconstructed from the inexhaustible store of the classical 
Kabbalistic literature. In a series of five chapters which deal with such 
subjects as the World, God, Man, Israel, the Torah. we are presented 
with what will appear to many a reader as a new Weltanschauung of Jewish 
tradition, m the light of which the deepest problems affecting human 
life and destiny receive new interpretation. With all the abstruseness 
of the thought and method of reasoning, the author, thanks to the felicity 
of his analogies and his gift for explaining difficult ideas, has succeeded 
in infusing the book with a charm that grips and captivates the fancy. 
Here we have true mysticism without mistiness. There is none of the 
eccult with its fantastic symbolism and magical mumbo-jumbo, but a 
clear, transparent message of a supernatural world-order to which man 
is hnked, and on which he can call and transmit its infinite power. In 
an age that witnesses, particularly in Germany, the passing of Humanism, 
the message wall come to many as one of comfort and hope. 


First Chapter: A Summary of the history of my people from Abraham 
of Ur to Herzl of Budapest, by Izak Goller (Liverpool: The Ghetto Press, 
popular edition 1s., choice edition 5s.). 

That gifted and versatile writer, Izak Goller, has added another work 
to the long list which already stands to his credit, im this arresting and 
tastefully-produced essay on Jewish history. Mr. Goller’s design for the 
cover of this volume proves him to have a natural bent as a black-and- 
white: artist, and his literary werk: shows precisely the same qualities. 
He tells the customary tale forcefully and well, though in a somewhat 
staccato fashion. It is the tale ofthe worshipper of the One God, harried 
and massacred and persecuted because of his religious beliefs, vet refusing 
in spite of all to depart from his ideals by a single hatr’s-breadth; attempt- 
ing, however, in the end ¢o set up his home once more m the land 
associated with his first fathers, and there to. redevelop his arrested 
spintual hfe. Our modern scientific historians may attempt to tone down 
the outlines of this somewhat. cride traditional picture, vet in the last 
analysis Mr. Goller’s more poetic conception has much in its favour. 
Some of his statements, on the other hand, can hardly be defended; 1t is 
a pity that, the shorter a handbook of Jewish history is, the more errors 
of fact it generally contains. 


South Africa is celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of the foundation 
of Johannesburg. Among the numerous books that have lately been 
published in connection with the event, Adéle Lezard’s GoLtp BLast 
(Rich and Cowan, 18s.) is as vivid and fascinating an account as one could 
wish for of the development of the South African gold-mining industry 
and of its methods and conditions at the present time. Jewish readers, 
of course, will be especially interested in the amazing story of the 
Whitechapel boy, Barney Barnato, who became South Afnica’s first 
millionaire. ‘There are some excellent illustrations, and reproductions 
of two of them accompany Mr. Paul Emden’s special article 
‘Johannesburg and the Jews’ in this issue. 

Those interested in the problems of Biblical criticism may have a 
pleasant busman’s holiday by dipping into A. 8.° Cairncross’s, Tur 
Prosiem or Hamier (Macmillan, 7s. 6d.), in which the author revolu- 
tionises the accepted chronology by returning to the original common- 
sense view, that the Hamlet to which Nashe referred in 1559 was 
Shakespeare’s play as we know it to-day. Incidentally, this helps to fix 
the chronology of other Shakespearean plays; thus, the ‘Merchant of 
Venice” must necessarily be subsequent to 1589—as, indeed, it must be 
if the character of Shylock was inspired by Dr, Roderigo Lopez. 


A book so harrowing as Wasrep Lives, by W. F. Lestrange (Rout- 
ledge, 7s. 6d.), seldom comes one’s way. It is a graphic descmption, 
conveyed by means of actual photographs and ineluctable facts, of some of 
the unhappy anomalies in the present social system—more especially the 


housing of the poor, with its deadly effect upon youthful human materia’, 
We are shown how the schools and educational institutions throughout the 
land do something to relieve this: but their work is hopelessly inadequate, 
so long as the derelict areas and blind-alley employment continue to 
exist and to swallow up the youth of this country as soon as they emerge 
from childhood. The admrable production of the book renders it all 
the more graphic, and therefore the more heart-wringing. It should 
have the widest possible diffusion, for nothing can be more calculated to 
disturb the comfortable complacency in which so many of us persist in 
living. 


The most recent volume in the Hebrew University’s series af 
Philosophical Classics consists of Books I and II of Aristotle's Politics. 
translated into Hebrew by Professor Leon Roth. The dedication is touch 
ing. It runs: ‘** In memory of Levi Billig, one of the martyrs of the 
New Polrtics.’’ 

Mr. 8S. Frumkin bears a name honoured in Hebrew literature: but 
he makes his bow to the English public in a book which would have made 
his Rabbinical ancestors stand aghast. In A Woman's Party (Edward 
Goldston, Ltd., 3s. 6d. net.) he pleads to the women of this country, 
with much whimsical humour, to take over the duties of government 
and he instances the departments in which ther greater humanity. 
intuition and practical sense would improve the present conditions. He 
backs up his arguments with numerous quotations, strictly drawn from 
the Old Testament. But he leaves out the strongest argument of all 
that the women could certainly not make a greater mess of things than

Hooligans Claim Two More Jewish Victims 


Terrorism Continues Unchecked 
ALLEGED NAZI INCITEMENT 


Two further Jews have fallen victims to anti-Semitic 
hooliganism, according to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency message 
from Baghdad. One of them a Government official named Reuben 
4ion Barmag, was killed while on duty in one of the villages. He 
is said to have been decapitated. The other victim, whose name is 
not given, was employed at a medical clinic, and was killed by one 
of the Moslem staff. In spite of the publication of a manifesto by 
the Pro-Palestine Arab Committee cailivg on the lraqi Arabs to 
live in peace with the Jews, the anti-Jewish tension is increasing. 

The President of the Jewish Community, Haham ‘Sassoon 
Kadoori, has issued a statement, at the request of the Government, 
informing Iraq's 120,000 Jews that their interests will be safe. 
guarded, and assuring them that there is * no cause for alarm.” 

The DAILY HeRALD reports that the anti-Jewish agitation is 
being fomented by German agents. Nazi propaganda, says another 
report, has been particularly intense in Iraq ever since the Olympic 
Games in Berlin, to which a number of Iraqi journalists were 
specially invited at the expense of the German Legation in Baghdad. 


It is reported from Baghdad that among those indulging in incitement 
to anti-Jewish terrorism are Indian Orthodox Mohammedans belonging to 
the ** Young Moslems’ Association,” wost of whom are serving with the 
British Air Force at Hinaida. 


POLAND 


Jews Injured in University Attacks 
Anti-Semites Run Riot 


The University and the Technical High School at Lemberg 
have been closed by the authorities, following attacks on Jewish 
students by anti-Semitic colleagues, who tried to force them to leave 
lecture rooms. Several Jews received serious injuries. 

In Warsaw, where similar incidents occurred, the Commercial 
High School was closed down for two days and then re-opened. In 
the Faculty of Mathematics, eight Jews were injured. Riotous anti. 
Jewish scenes again occurred on Tuesday when the Commercial 
Nigh School was re-opened. The police had to be called in and 
used tear gas on the rioters, while most of the furniture and equip- 
ment in the school were damaged. The total number of Jewish 
students injured during the University attacks is said to exceed 100. 

Jewish Parliamentary leaders, who intervened with the Ministry 
of Education, have received the usual assurance that “all steps 
will be taken to stop the attacks on Jewish students. In the mean- 
time, Professor Musznski, of the Vilno University, has ordered all 
Jewish students under his care to occupy separate benches in the 
lecture rooms. 

The Ropornik, the organ of the Polish Socialist Party, sharply 
condemns student excesses and demands expulsion from the schools 
of students taking part in disorders. It is no use spending State 
money, the paper writes, to allow hooligans to scraw! anti-Semitic 
slogans on the walls and gates of the universities and to interrupt 
lectures. 

A sharp denunciation of student hooligamsm has now been made 
by Professor Swietoslawski, Minister of Religions and Public Eduea- 
tion, in an official statement addressed to rectors and professors of 
schools and technical academies all over the country. “In the Com- 
mercial Institute in Warsaw and in a number of other schools in the 
capital and in Lemberg,” he declares, “ disgraceful scenes have reeently 
taken place. These incidents must not be tolerated. Cases have been 
reported where a number of students of the hooligan type have entered 
different. high schools armed with clubs and kmives and have 
endeavoured to intimidate various sections of other students.’ Point- 
ing out that passive resistance was useless in this matter, Professor 
Swietoslawski urges joint action by the authorities coneerned to safe- 
guard “that decent instinct which is the heritage of the ethics and 
culture of our people.” 


“ Jewish Crime” Lie Exploded 
Official Figures’ Crushing Vindication 


[From our Correspondent—WArsaw] 

Revealing statistics giving the lie direct to anti-Jewish accusa- 
tions as to the prevalence of“ Jewish crime" have been published by 
the official Polish Statistical Department, in the form of a survey of 
criminal activities. The figures show that whereas Jews form 
10 per cent. of the total population, the proportion of criminal 
offences committed by Jews is far lower. Thus of 1,151 murders 
committed during the years 1982-34, only 19, or 1.7 per cent. were 
committed by Jews. In cases of the infliction of serious bodily harm, 
6,287 were committed by non-Jews and only 208, or 3.4 per cent., by 
Jews. Highway robbery and brigandage were committed in 1,382 
cases by non-Jews, and in 49, or less than 4 per cent. of cases, by 
Jews. 

“The Jew is a thief” is an insult uttered repeatedly by anti- 
Semitic papers in Poland, yet the statistics show that of 184,806 
thefts committed in Poland during the period under consideration, 
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only 7,421, or 4 per cent., were committed by Jews. In other 
branches of crime, likewise, the figures for Jews are either below, 
or just about the proportion of 10 per cent., of the population, 
showing clearly that the Jews, far froin being specially addicted tq 
crime, are, in fact, among Poland's most law abiding citizens, 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
Nazi Outburst at Prague University 


“Non-Aryan” Professor Howled Down 


As a result of the continuance of Nazi anti-Jewish demonstra. 
tions at the Law Faculty of the German University In Prague, which 
began with disturbances during a lecture last week by Prof ssor 
Hans Kelsen, a “ non-Aryan " refucee from Germany and an authority 
on international law, lectures at the Faculty have been suspended 
indefinitely. A number of students, Jewish and non-Jewish, were 
beaten by the Nazis. 

It was announced this week, following a special Sub-¢ omimittee 
meeting of the Cabinet, that the Government was determined to 
take all necessary measures should the disorders be renewed. 

It is reported that the Slovak People's Party, at a meeting held in 
Bratislava in its newly-opeved headquarters, has adopted a resolution 
demanding the inti duction of a numerus clausies against the Jews in all 
the liberal professions in the country. The mee ting was midressed by 
Dr. Koerper and Advocate Turcansky, two of the Party leaders, The 
resolution passed stands in the direct contradiction to the recent declara- 
tion of the leader of the Party, M. Audre) Hlinka, to the effect that they 
would oppose any attacks on the Jews. 

Kurt Gessner. alleged to have been a Gestapo agent and to have 
abducted numbers of German-Jewish refugees to Germany, has been 
sentenced in Prague to twelve years’ imprisonment, |

“ Historic” Statement on Biro-Bidjan 


Off cial Announcement of Government Policy 
FOSTERING NATIONAL JEWISH DEVELOPMENT 

What is described as a momentous declaration of the Soviet 
Government on. its Jewish policy was issued recently in the form 
of a statement regarding the progress and future development of the 
Jewish Autonomous Area of Biro-Bidjan, and embodying decisions ot 
the Central Executive Comnuuttee. 

“For many centuries,” the statement declares, “the oppressed 
Jewish people fought against Tsarist autocracy for the mght to create 
its own culture, for the right of education and for the mght of free 
and unhindered development. For the first time in their history, the 
deep-felt desire of the Jewish people has been realised through the 
establishinent of a Jewish National Region. For the first time in 
Jewish history, the Jewish worker has been receiving Government 
edicts in his own iother tongue, in the language of the Jewish 
Autonomous Region. Jewish collective farmers have been given free- 
hold land, and by their success have given the le to the generation-old 
libel that the Jewish population is incapable of agneultural work. 
The Jewish artisan co-operative movement 1s increasing In importance. 
Government industrial undertakings mum the Region also show good 
progress,” 

The Governunent statement further notes that the Jewish Region 
© gradually emerging as a centre of progressing Jewish culture. 
“Great progress has been made in the sphere of the erection of Jewish 
schools and high schools. Gradually numbers of Jewish authors, 
artists and actors are establishing reputations in the Remon. During 
the last two years, the Jewish population lias increased threefold. 
Among the Jewish working masses in Russia, there is noticeable a 
vrowing interest in the Region, and the desire to emigrate there ts 
growing not only among the Jews of Soviet Russia, but also among 
Jews abroad.” The statement then goes on to give a number of 
eonerete deeimions of an organisational and administrative nature, 
taken in order to assist the development of the Remon. It is signed 
by M. Kalinin, President of Soviet Russia, and M. Akulov, Secretary 
of the Central Executive Committee. 

The entire Soviet Press hails the statement as “a world-historic 
document of the greatest importance.” The Jewish Emgs writes: 
“Outside the borders of the U.S.S.R., the campaign for the extirpation 
of the Jews continues relentlessly. A systematic Jewish pogrom, a 
process of brutal economic destruction of the Jewish masses is being 
earned on.” In Russia, on the other hand, Jewish economic and 
cultural development is being furthered, it declares, and the highest 
Government authonties have now adopted a decision which cannot 


hut have the most significant result on the further development of 
the Jewish Autonomous Region.

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THE CHALLENGE TO JEWISH HISTORY 


By CECIL ROTH 
Presidential Address delivered before the Jewish Historical Society of England, October 20th, 1936. 


It is the proper function of a presidential address, delivered by 
the President of a learned somety such as ours on his inauguration, to 
express his gratitude for the honour conferred upon hun by drawing 
as lavishly as he may upon those stores of accumulated knowledge 
which may be presumed to have recommended him for office. The 
address, as it seems to me, should not be quite of the ordinary sort 
an archwological or scientific investigation on some specific point ot 
specialist interest. It should be conceived On thnore vonerous scale, 
and should represent the new President’s mature considerations Lipot 
i wider aspect of those studies for whose promotion the Sov levy eXISts, 

Such a subject —academic, abstruse, and important perhaps only to 
the most devoted student—I had in mind for treatment, if ever the 
Socrety should have honoured me by election to the Chair which I OCCUPY 
for the first time this evening. But, in the course of the last few Veoaurs, As 
it seems to me, the position of Jewish historical studies in the world 
has changed, They were formerly considered (wrongly, perhaps, but 
generally) to constitute an unimportant scholastic backwater, to be 
explored by the ordinary reader only for occasional inspiration or, in 
rare cases, diversion. But recent events have abolished the time- 
honoured conception of the “ cloistered student.” It is precisely the 
student and the scholar (as the Germans discovered long ago) who can 
mould the conception of the rising generation, and of a nation as a 
whole : and it is in the universities, the schools and the academies that 
the present struggle between freedom and obscurantism, liberty and 
authority, more especially centres. | 

History is in the forefront of the struggle: and Jewish history 
above. all. Forme:ly—down to the last century, indeed—the attack 
against us was formulated on a theological basis. We were informed 
that our beliefs, our religious practices, our infidelities; disqualified us 
from forming part of the political or economic organisation of the 
Christian state, and marked us off as fit subjects for persecution and 
attack. This was followed, of course, by the corollary that any Jew 
who sincerely abandoned his ancestral faith was wnomediately and 
completely relieved from the anti-Jewish restrictions from which he 
had previously suffered. But the decay of religious feeling on both 
sides during the course of the past couple of generations has altered 
this. On the one hand, it ts impossible, in this ostensibly tolerant 
world, to base restrictions (as was formerly the case) on sectarian 
grounds. On the other hand, the weakening of Jewish allegiance 
brought into existence a large category of persons against whom anti- 
Semitism could no longer express itself in religious terms. The basis 
of the attack therefore altered, from religion to race; and its justifica- 
tion, from theology to history. We are no longer told that those who 
beheve as we do can have no part m a Christian state, but that there 
is something m our blood which renders us, ipso facto, bad citizens. 
tt is alleged that the part we have played in European life has been, 
from the outset, disruptive and deletenous: that we have consistently 
undermined every society m wluch we have lived: that our contribu- 
tions to modern culture have m every case been corrosive and harm- 
ful: that we have been, and are, fighting a deliberate battle for the 
overthrow of the best values in the so-called “Aryan” civilisation : 
that this poison is inherent in our blood, and cannot be moditied o1 
thrown off, either by formal change of religious allegiance or by 
mamemorial length of association with the traditions of any particular 
country. 


Keynote of the New Anti-Semitism 


The campaign agamst us, on these lines, is not a sporadic one. 
It is the whole keynote of the new anti-Semitism, It 1s the official 
justafication of the terrible persecution in Germany. It is the inspuira- 
tion of the new anti-Semitic literature. It is repeated by agitators, 
even in this country, in gutter-periodicals and at street-corner meet- 
ings. It is slowly permeating the minds of persons of goodwill, of the 
type which is impressed more by the reiteration than by the cogency 
of argument. Such is the mnportance attached to this line of attack in 
Germany that there has been established in Berlin, under the highest 
auspices and with the utmost financial backing, an Institute of 
Jewish Historical Research, intended to re-interpret Jewish history 
in this light and to furnish mob-hysteria with a cloak of pseudo- 
scientific justification. 

The attack upon us, then, has removed from the theological te 
the historical field. We must be prepared to accept the challenge. 
We must answer argument with argument, slander with refutation and 
allegation with fact. And, in this battle, the Jewish Historical Society 
must be prepared, not only to offer its services wholeheartedly to the 
Community, but to take an outstanding part. 

It is my intention here to offer a few suggestions with regard to 
lines of research, for the most part neglected, which (as it seems to 
me) should be pursued at the present juncture. I propose to restrict 
myself only to matters of strictly Anglo-Jewish interest, leaving 
untouched for the moment the wider question, of the position of the 
Jew in the world as a whole (1). 

Anti-Semitism in this country has always been to some extent 
tinged with ordinary xenophobia, The considerable influx from

astern Eurepe, aiter the beginning of the Russian perseoutions in 
I881, strengthened this tendency, and it 1s to-day widely assumed 
that the Jew, because he 1s a Jew, 1s necessarily a neweomer mito this 
countrys The work of ths Socety should serve to correct this 
nnpression. We have published many volumes on the history of the 
Jews in England in the Middle Ages. If that settlement was 
interrupted, the fault did not he with us. Yet the blood of these 
medieval English Jews must recessanly have suffused the whole of 
northern Jewry, ab-least. in the course of the six-and-a-hall centurmes 
which have elapsed since the Expulsion of 1290; and, among .the 
nullions of progemtors which each of us had at that pemod, there must 
have been some to whom Lngland’s lealy lanes and the wide sweep 
of the downs and the bare loveliness of the new ploughed fields was 
as fammliar and as beloved as it 1s to us. 

The re-settlement of the Jews in this country dates back, now, 
for nearly three centunes. We were here, as a body, well before the 
Huguenot refugees began to arrive from France. ‘The latter have since 
been absorbed almost completely into the mass of the Enghsh people, 
their descendants to-day pnding themselves not a little (when they 
can trace it) on their romantic descent. Our econome Instonans 
enlarge nowadays on tie manifold benefits winch accrued to Enghlsh 
life from this immigration, which, in particular, fostered the textile 
industry throughout England and laid the foundation for England's 
phenomenal prosperity in this sphere. It is worth while recalling, 
in the. circumstances, that these Huguenot rehgious refugees from 
Continental intolerance were at the begimmng viewed by the mass o! 
the population with anything but kimdliness. Indeed, precisely the 
same allegations and criticisms were levelled against them as were 
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perfected the camouflage system;

subsequently levelled against the Jews—to such an extent, in fact, 
that various anti-Huguenot pamphilets of the eighteenth century were 
reprinted almest verbatim in the propaganda against Jewish 
emancipation at the beginning of the nineteenth! 

For the Re-settlement period and afterwards, Anglo-Jewish 
historical research has been devoted preponderantly to the capital. 
But it is most unportant to realise that Anglo-Jewish hie was by no 
means so centralised. Already in the muddle of the seventeenth 
century {according to my random notes on the subjeet, brought 
together from a wide variety of sources), Jews may be traced all 
over the country—in the University towns of Oxford and Cambridge, 
at Nottingham, Godmanchester, Lancoln, Frome, Colchester, Bath and 
so on. There was a properly constituted Congregation in Portsmouth 
at, least from 1747, at Bristol from 1753, at Birmingham from 1781, 
at King’s Lynn trom 1746, at Plymouth from 1752, at Exeter from 
1760, at Liverpool, Falmouth and Penzance from the closing decades 
of the century. These facts, so little appreciated, are enough te 
demonstrate that we English Jews have our roots deep in this country 
—not in the capital alone. Yet, of all the places 1 have just men- 
tioned, three only have had thew chronicle more or less comprehen- 
sively commpiled—and two out-of the three, I regret to say, by myself! 
Here, obviously, is an important gap in Anglo-Jewish historiography 
—@a gap which must be filled before we are able to answer our critics 
adequately. 

Our ignorance of the part which the Jews have played in English 
public life is equally regrettable. We know, indeed, of the statesmen 
and politicians of the last century—Reading and Beaconsfield, 
Goldsmid and Montagu and so on. Yet there are few of us who realise 
that the Jew lavished his devotion on the public life of this country 
from the very carliest days of the Re-settlement, when Simon de 
Jaceres assisted Cromwell in his West Indian projects and, with other 
Jews, took an important part in the acquisition of Jamaica as a 
British possession, In the next century, we find Samson Gideon 
assisting Walpole to re-establish public eredit after the bursting of the 
South Sea Bubble, and with the other Jewish merchants of London 
working strenuously for the maintenance of order during the 
“"Forty-Five.” We are informed how Jewish merchants with shipping 
in the Thames placed it unreservedly at the disposal of the Govern- 
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ment; how they poured specie into the Bank of England in order to 
restore confidence ; how they collaborated, More than in proportion 
to their numbers, in the association of merchants who bound them- 
selves to accept bank notes at their face value, notwithstanding the 
general feeling of insecurity; and how the lower orders enlisted mn the 
Militia. At the same period, there flourished a certain Israel Isaacs. 
who (according to the obituary notices which appeared at the time ot 
his death in 1786, at the age of eighty-two) was the last of the body 
of merchants who, in 1746, advanced to the Government £2,000,000 
at a day’s notice. . In the following generation, England thrilled ove 
the presence of mind of “Jew Dyte,” who saved the life of George iit 
when an attempt was made to assassinate hum during a pertormance at 
Drury Lane. 

How Nathan Mayer Rothschild attempted to restore confidence 
at the time of the Battle of Waterloo (pace the absurd legend winch 
is still being circulated) should be familar to all of us, after Lumen 
Wolf's brilliant researches on the subject. But it 1s completely ior- 
cotten to-day how his last important operation, carned through just 
before his death in 1836. was to assist in raising the loan of £20,000,000 
which made possible the abolition of slavery in the British Dominions. 
(It wy bye noted, in this connection, how one of the few West Indian 
planters who anticipated Government action in this matter by freeime 
lus slaves spontaneously was Isaac Simon, grandfather ot the late 
Serjeant Sir John Simon, the emiment lawyer and philanthropist.) 
Baron Lionel de Rothscluld sumiarly threw hunself heart and sou! 
into the work of relheving the distressed condition of Lreland, at the 
time of the Potato Famine of 1847; his work on this occasion being no 
less noteworthy, though less widely known, than his collaboration 
with Disraeli in acquiring the Suez Canal shares for England in 1875. 

I shall be saying nothing novel uf I remind you that the 
English Jew has a long tradition of participation in every beneficent 
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activity ; yet, surprisingly enough, no one has yet assembled the data 
by which this assertion be substantiated. Perhaps he 
permitted to make a Very modest beginning. “The first English Jew” 
(as the late Lucien Wolf called Antonio Fernandez Cary ajal) set the 
example when, on his death in 1659, he left “to the poor of the Parish 
of Saint Katherine Creechurche T..n pounds”; and the tradition 
thus set-has been loyally followed. Moses Hart, second founder of 
the Great Synagogue, donated no less than £1,000—a very large sum 
lor those days—to the London Hospital on its foundation. His son- 
in-law, Elias Levy, was a Governor of the Foundling Hospital, and 
presumably paid for the privilege. Their mutual kinsman, Aaron 
Franks, was reported in the Press on his death to have been in. the 
practise of ‘distnbuting £5,000 yearly, “without distinction of creed or 
race.” The reputation of Benjamin Mendes da Costa, his cantemporary 
and collaborator (for they were colleagues in’ the establishment of 
the Board of Deputies of British Jews in 1760) stodd equally high 
in Gentile, as well as in Jewish, circles; and on his death it was found 
that, by a codicil to his will, he had made arrangements for his 
benefactions to be continued to the indigent 
previously enjoyed his bounty. 

The heroic days were yet to come. The first English Jews who 
were received into English society, without losing in the process any- 
thing of their Jewish loyalty, were the members of the Goldsmid 
family; and they repaid England wholeheartedly. The two. brothers. 
Abraham and Benjamin Goldsmid, were famous in their day for their 
munificence. The latter's charitable instincts were commemorated 
particularly by the Naval Asylum, in the establishment of which he 
was the prime mover. It is no coincidence that his nephew, Sir 
Isaac Lyon Goldsmmd (to quote Picciotto) “3 co-operated with Joseph 
Lancaster in spreading enlightenment among the masses, and with 
Mrs. Fry in improving the condition of prisoners.” (In addition. he 
was one of the founders of the North London Hospital.) Thus we are 
brought to the beginning of the Victorian era, to Sir Moses Montefiore’s 
widespread benefactions, and to the Rothschilds’ long tradition of 
unobtrusive charity. From this period onwards, the collaboration of 
the Jews in charitable and beneficent activities in + 
been outstanding.

Here, I have time to cite only one or two instances 
as they oceur to me. Dr. Barnardo, according to his latest biographer, 
was by birth a Jew—son of a Hamburg Sefardi, who, settling in 
Dublin, lost all connection with his people. The Wandsworth Orphan- 
age owes its name, not to its location, but to the fact that it was 
founded by Lord Wandsworth, formerly Sir Sidney Stern, with a 
bequest of one million pounds sterling. Our own member, Sir Robert 
Mond, founded the Infants’ Hospital in Vincent Square, Westminster. 
The vast charities of the late Bernhard Baron, unique both in seale and 
in method, are fresh in our minds; and the London hospitals have 
to-day no more munificent friend than E. W. Meyerstein, whose name 
clearly indicates his origin. Nor should we of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity overlook the fact that the movement for the humane treatment 
of ammals in this country, and hence in Europe as a whole, owes its 
origin to a Jew, working in the Biblical and Rabbinic tradition—Lewis 
Gompertz, the real though neglected founder of the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and one of the noblest figures 
in the noble history of British humanitarianism. 


It is not only in the support and establishment of institutions for 
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the relief of the sick and the needy that English Jews have shown 
their public. spirit. The handsome gift made by Solomon da Costa 
Athias to the library of the British Museum, at the time of its 
Opening iit hardly necds mentioning though his 
the importance of the mstitution at so early a date was not perhaps 50 
natural as might now be thought. But to-day, as one goes through 
the Museum galleries, one 1s continually reminded how open-handed 
towards it Jews must have been. In particular, there 1s the great 
Wacddesdon Bequest, lett by Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, W hich 10s 
itself could have constituted a museurn. At the National Gallery, 
there is the glorious Mond Bequest, not to mention the Duveen 
Foundations at the Tate Gall ry. bin passant, it may be pointed out 
how much the two great national collections owe to the alien 
‘mmiorant.” The National Gallery was founded by John Julius Anger- 
stein. WhO TIA he reckoned also the founder of Lloyds in its present 
form: while the great library of the British Museum 1s a monument 
(4. the gemus of an Italian exile (also said, though I beheve inaecur- 


ately, to have been a Jew), Surv John Panizzi. 


In the Cause of Education 


Turning to educational establhshments, we have, first and fere- 
rnost, the metitution within whose walls we are now meeting, and with 
which the Jewish’Historical Society is proud to be so closely. associated, 
t'niversitv College, one of the prime movers in the establishment ot 
which was Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, who may thus be considered one 
of the fathers of the Unive ity of London At Oxtord, there 1s Air 
Otto Beit’s foundation for the study of Colomal History: at Cam- 
bridge. the Institute of Physical Chemistry, established largely through 
the exertions of Sn Robert Waley Cohen: at Liverpool, the magmiti- 
eent new library, made possible by a gift from the late Harold L.. 
Cohen. and at more than one University Sir Montague Burton's charac- 
teristicaully Jewish foundations in the interests of industrial and inter- 
national ace. Many seats ot learning, both mn this country and iti 
Italy. have reason:to be vrateful to the memory of Arturo Serena, who 
devoted the who'e ot hrs fortune to tostering unproved cultural 
relations between the two eountries. He was not a professing Jew. 
hut bins parents, exited from Italy for his fathers strenuous Supp rt of 
Daniel Manin, were the first couple married in the Great Synagogue 
of Venice. “There is to-day a somewhat irome interest 1 recalling 
how. as a memoral to King Edward VII, Sir Ernest Cassel set aside 
the muniticent sum of £200,000 in order to found an Anglo-Ge rman 
Institute, for assisting German studies in England and English studies 
in Germany (2). These instances could, and. should, be assembled : 
tor thes would li ake impressive list. 

Fo the student of soeial history, it is a matter worthy of note 
that the partacipation of the Jews m the intellectual hfe of this country 
began sé early, notwithstanding the comparatively late date of the 


Re-settlement. Indeed, translatiqns of Jewish liturgy imto_ the 


ordinary language of the country, printed in Latin characters, were 
published earlier in England and its dependencies than in any other 
country, not excepting even Holland or Italy, the tradition going 
back to 1761 in America and to 1770 in England. Even before this 
date, English Jews had appeared as authors. As early as 1684, a 
rhymed epitaph in English was inscribed upon the grave of Isaac 
Alvarez Nufiez, and in 1720 Enghsh commendatory poems were 
prefixed to Daniel Lopez Laguna’s Spanish translation of the Psalms 
one of the most remarkable works of Jewish interest ever printed in 
this Country, 
Contributions to English Literature 

The earhest Jewish contmbutions to English hterature in its more 
specific sense were probably those of Moses Mendes, famous as the 
only English poet who left a large fortune, who turned out a lengthy 
series of works in prose and verse from 1746 onwards, and who 
popularised (though he did not originate) the term “blatant beast.” 
His primacy 1s closely contested by his contemporary and occasional 
collaborator, Dr. Ralph Schomberg, whose prolificness hardly kept 
pace, indeed, with his inspiration. Moses. Mendes’ cousin, the way- 
ward Emmanuel Mendes da Costa, was a more important figure in 
intellectual life; member of half-a-dozen learned societies in this 
country and abroad and a foremost authority on natural history. 
His “Elements of Conchology,” which appeared in 1776, was long con- 
sidered a standard work; and his voluminous correspondence with 
various contemporary savants at home and abroad, which is preserved 
in the British Museum, is a really remarkable monument of English 
intellectual hfe at the period, the neglect of which by research workers 
1s as regrettable as it is inexplicable. From this period onwards, there 
is an unbroken sequence of English authors and savants down to our 
own day—through the Disraelis, father and son; Lewis Goldsmith, the 
sworn enemy of Napoleon; John Adolphus, the historian, and his son 
the entic; the Gompertz brothers, one of whom was compared by his 
admirers to Dryden; and Sir Francis Cohen Palgrave, founder af the 
scientific stuly of English history, and his trio of gifted sons. | 

It is remarkable (racial psychologists might perhaps discern in 
this an inherent gemus for organisation) that many of the classical 
English works of reference owe a great deal to Jewish collaboration. 
One of the distinguished Palgrave brothers, whom I have mentioned 
above, initiated that magnificent work, “The Dictionary of Political 
tconomy; the late Sir Sidney Low was joint editor of the “Dictionary 
of English History’; that glorious compilation, “The Dictionary of 
National Biography,” owes its existence largely to the industry of 
Sir Sidney Lee; while the standard “Dictionary of Music” was edited 
by a Sefardi Jew named Silva, who Anglicised his name into Grove. 

Less directly, as patrons of letters, music and the stage, the part 
played by the English Jews was far from negligible. As early as 
1720, we tind Mr. Isaac Fernandez Nufiez listed among the subseribers 
to so un-Jewish a work as “The Life and Acts of Edmund Grindal.” 
The unpleasant Jewish character in a recent novel on Richard Savage 
is wholly fictional. But Savage had one Jewish intimate, nevertheless, 
Mr. Solomon Mendes, of Clapham, a selection of whose correspondence 


(2) No account has been taken of religious allegiance in connection with 
he persons mentioned in this paper. efactors of remote Jewish 
origin are invariabl  seapgeonge as Jews by our critics, and in the circumstances 


it would be absurd for us to apply a religious test to those whose record 
does us credit. 
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with the wayward poet and James Thomson (author of “The Seasons’’) 
was published in “The British Magazine and Review” in 1782. ‘Phe 
London Jews patromsed Handel “ais sedulously as the nobihity boy - 
cotted him, thus doing more than their share to save for England 
that which is most characteristic in English musical appreciation ; 
and, when Mozart was in London as an infant genius in 1754. he was 
a guest in the houses of no less than five Jews who appreciated him 
and his art. 


Jews Served with Nelson and Wellington 


Another side of Anglo-Jewish activity which calls for investiga- 
tion is the degree of association with the Army and Navy. At the 
beginning, indeed, professing Jews could not have served w ith the armed 
forces of the Crown. Nevertheless. in spite of this, an adventurous 
spirit would not be confined to the workshop : and the wills at 
Somerset House reven| the ol such. kon example ite 
begin with the Semor Service) we find details of one Aaron Hart 
(namesake, but no relative, of the then Chief Rabbi), mariner on the 
privateer Caxtor under Captain Charles Fielding, who died at sea on 
February 28th. L759. The marriage contracts rved at the (,reat 
Synagogue give us details of persons who were “ with the King’s ships 
at sen or “with the Expedition ” at the time of the Napoleome Wars: 
und not long ae there was offered for sale mm London a letter by a 
Jewish tar who fought under Nelson ut the Battle of the Nile. 

To come to the higher ranks, there is an old legend (corroboration 
has proved Hnpossible) of a Comune lore be rian, tle rishecd 
under Wuiham and Mary. Conversion to Christianity, of course. 
opened the way both to service and to advancement. Myer Low 
Schomberg, the physician of the Great Svnagogue im the tirst half of 
the exghteenth century, was progenitor of a whole line of distinguished 
officers, including Sir Alexander Schomberg (1720-1804). and his son. 
Adumural Alexander Wilmot Schomberg (1774-1850), author of a standard 
work on shipbuilding; as well as of Isane Schomberg (1753-1813), Editor 
of “Naval Chronology.” : 

The case with the Army was sinular, though here we are better 
informed CONCCTIINY the commissioned ranks. The Duke ol Welhing- 
ton, in 1833, adnutted in the House of Lords that no less than fifteen 
Jewish officers had served under him at Waterloo. Among these was 
Cornet Albert CGoldsnud, who had it horse shot under hr, and who 
subsequently rose to the rank ot Major-General. More remotely iSSOCI1- 
ated with the Community was Sir Francts Bond Head (a son of Moses 
Mendes, the poet, who had adopted his mother’s maiden name), who 
served at the same battle with the Royal Engineers; subsequently he 
was Lieutenant-Governor of Upper Canada, where he suppressed the 
rising of 1837-8. His elder brother, Sir George Head, had served in the 
Peninsula Campaign and rose to the rank of AssistantComunissary- 
General, An earlier English Jew who rose to the rank of Major-General 
was Sir Jacob Adolphus, M.D., Inspector-General of Hospitals, a con- 
nection of the founder of the Great Synagogue, some of whose 
descendants. are still active in the Community. There was, too, a 
Lieutenant Moses, whose name is significant though not conclusive, 
who was wounded at Albuera. 


Jewish Army Families 


One of the most important Army famnlies ts that of Barrow, whose 
ramifications are not easily worked out. Howe ver, the late Mayjor- 
General de Symons Barrow was the son of Simon Barrow, of Devon- 
shire Square, a pillar of the Bevis Marks Synagogue in his day.. This 
gallant officer's son is General Sir George de Symons Barrow, a gallant 
soldier with a magnificent record ; while Captain Hugh Lousada Barrow 
was killed at the Battle of Tokar. The Gompertz family have pro- 
duced a Major-General, a Colonel and more than one Major—not to 
mention a military Chaplain. Major-General George Salis-Schwabe 
was a familiar figure in the days of our fathers: while the names ot 
Ximenes, d’Agquilar and Pereira and others have at times given a 
certain fanuly likeness between the opening pages ot the Army List 
and the Roll of the Spanish and Portuguese Community in London. 
Joshua Montetiore (of whom more will be said below) is said to have 
been the first professi.. Jew to hold a military commission in England, 
heing present at the taxing of Martinique and Guadaloupe in 1809 as 
an ofticer of the Yorkshire Light Infantry. When his collaborator 
Moses Ximenes became Sir Maurice, he received a Commission im the 
Windower Forresters, subsequently commanding the Wargrove 
Yeoman Cavalry; his son David joined the 62nd Foot, became a 
Lieutenant-General and was knighted. Selomon, fourth son of the 
first Baron d'Aguilar, entered the Second Dragoon Guards and founded 
a military dynasty. His son was Lieutenant-General Sir George 
d’ Aguilar, K.C.B., and his grandson General Sir Charles Aguilar, 
(.C.B. Daniel Mocatta, son of Elias Mocatta, distinguished himself in 
the Indian Mutiny, and was promoted to Captain during the Siege of 
Delhi. The religious allegiance of many of those who have been 
mentioned above was dubious, or negative; but Captain Lionel Gomez 
da Costa, who died of wounds at Lucknow and was universally con- 
sidered to be a man of outstanding gallantry, was loyal to his Judaism 
to the end. It may be mentioned at this point that, prior to the 
re-organisation of the Indian Army, the Indian Jews (particularly 
those of Cochin) proved themselves to be of exceptional mulitary 
ability, several rising to the highest rank open to native soldiers. 

These instances—culled almost at random—are enough (I trust) 
to demonstrate that there was nothing of startling novelty when 2,000 
British Jews served in the Boer War, 114 making the supreme sacri- 
fice: or in the War of 1914-18, when there were nearly 10,000 Jewish 
casualties among the 50,000 Jews serving. The late Sir John Monash 
was an outstanding, but not a unique, instance of a Jew who has risen 
to high rank in the military forces of the British Crown. — 

Though the memory of this cataclysm is so fresh, Jewish services 
in it (even those on the field and still more those of a> less 
obtrusive nature) seem likely to be forgotten. We have, indeed, been 
reminded more than once recently of the importance of the researches 
of Dr. Weizmann, whose discovery of the method of the manufacture 
of synthetic wood-aleohol was of such crucial importance in the 
munitions campaign. But few persons now recall the barely less 
important services of the late Lord Bearsted, who made possible the 
production of another indispensable ingredient of high explosive— 


toluol—and, in addition, when the blockade seemed about to cut 
off supphes of oil, had the inspiration of importing it not in 
tankers, but between the true and talse bottoms of ordinar’, ships, 
mn place of water ballast. “These things were accomplished in such a 
way, wrote the late Lord Birkenhead, “that Lord Bearsted is entitled 
to be regarded among the deliverers of his country.” Then, too, we 
should recall the services of Sir Albert Stern in connection with the 
pertection of the tank: of Solomon J. Solomon. who turned his artistic 
talent to practs al use tor pertecting the system ot camouflage : and 
Mrs. Ayrton, who invented the anti-gas fan. It is a record which can 
well bear further mvestigation and a greater measure ot wy. 
With the romance of exploration the Jews are not popularly 
assomated. Mr. Charles Dulf has indeed accentuated. in his recent 
work upon Christopher Columbus, how important was the part plaved 
by Jews in the discovery of America; and the story of Jewish partici- 
pation in maritime enterprise can be ecarned back yet Here, 


however. | can speak only of what concerns us most closely. When 
Kngland first entered: into the race. in the spacious days of Wueen 
Khizabeth, Jews were unknown for virtually so) un this country. 


Neverthe less, us oul late President. Lione| Abrahams, showed. the 
english Pionec#rs did not hesitate to take horeon Jews into the 
Service interpreters, One ot them necompanied Lancaste) his 
first vovage for the East India Company uv 1601, and was responsible 
lor the negotiation of that treaty with the Sultan of Aclhin which, it 
may be said, was the ultumate basis of British termtonal authority in 
India. At the second great period of English exploration, which began 
in the eighteenth century, the Jews were established in England, and 


played their share. Israel Lyons (1739-1775). son of the Instructor 
imi Hebrew nit (C‘ambndge and it well known botanist ol his day, 
accompanied Captain Phipps (subsequently Lord Musgrave) as 
principal astronomer on his Arctie expedition in 1773 (it was in this 
expedition that Nelson took part as midshipman). It was not long 


after that Captain Moses Aimenes (subsequently Sir Maurice Xtmenes) 
led a band of adventurers who proposed to establish a colony in West 
Atnea. The story of this expedition, barely known even to histonans, 
deserves further investigation. It seems to have aroused = great 
enthusiasm in the purlieus.of Bevis Marks, and one of the outstanding 
members of it was Joshua Montefiore, a kinsinan of Sir Moses, who 
not only took charge of the n ihitary sale of the expedition, but also 
published a lively aceount of at. The party occuyned the Island of 
Bulama and raised the British flag; but, after several conflicts with 
the natives, they were compelled to withdraw. lt was characteristic of 
the Jew that one of Montetiore's first cares had been to organise an 
education system tor the children of lus compamons! 

_  Montetiore was a worthy forerunner of the adventurous Nathame! 
Isaacs, of Canterbury, to whom 1s due the first Britush -footMold in 
Natal, and whose “Travels and Adventures in Eastern Afrrea” (about 
to be re-published in a centenary re-issue) is a South African classi. 
The past generation thrilled over the adventures of Dr. Eduard Karl 
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Oscar Theodor Schitzner, better known as Emin Pasha, who was 
assassinated in Central Afmca in 1892, nearly as much as they did 
over those of Stanley and Livingstone. When Gordon became 
Governor General of the Sudan, he nominated. Emin as Governor 
of the Equatonal Provinces; and, after the fall of Khartoum, when 
he persisted in holding out, though entirely abandoned, he became one 
of the centres of European interest in the Dark Continent in the place 
of ius dead leader. Nor should we overlook that less-known Jewish 
Afnean explorer, the ill-fated Lows Arthur Lucas, of Manchester, 
who accompamed Gordon to Albert Nyanza and explored = the 
northern portion of the lake in the first steam boat ever launched 
on its waters. 

Isaacs was typical of the Colonial pioneers, of whom Anglo-Jewry 
has provided a goodly number. Indeed, it is significant that the 
Jewish immigrant to England has always felt that, this side. of 
Messianism, he has reached the end of his pilgrimage; and the wander- 
lust, where it still existed, has generally received its expression within 
the boundaries of the Empire. It is not generally realised that a 
Jewish Community, largely reerwted from London, was set up in 
Bombay before the close of the reign of Charles IT; and, at the time of 
his death, the late Lucien Wolf was collecting maternal for re-con- 
structing the annals of Israel in British India, in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centunes. A Jewish commussary, Aaron Hart, accompanied 
the first British expeditionary force to Canada and took a prominent 
share in repulsing Montgomery's invasion in 1775-—just as his children 
and grandchildren did in subsequent campaigns for the defence of the 
Colony and the maintenance of the British connection. Not long 
ago, I had the pleasure of visiting the historical Shearith Israel 
Synagogue in Montreal, established in 1768, eight years only aiter the 
British occupation. The part played by the Jews in pioneering days 
in South Afnmea has been minutely illustrated by Mr. Louis Herrman 
in his “History of the Jews in South Africa”; and it is enough for me 
to say here that Nathaniel Isaacs, whom I have mentioned aboye, 
did not stand alone. The township of Montefiore, in New South 
Wales, is a monument to the important part played by members of 
that family in early days in Australia; and Mr. MH. F. Rubinstein has 
written a delightful play about the London Jew, Barnett Levey, 
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“father of the legitimate stage in Austraha,” who ruined himself in 
order to set the Antipodean drama on a proper footing. 

The record of the Jews’ relations with England, then, is not one of 
which we need feel ashamed. But England’s dealings with the Jews, 
in these last centuries, is one in which we can also feel pride. It ts some 
230 years since, in connection with the controversy which raged about 


the opening of the Hambro’ Synagogue, the Jews of London felt for 


the first time the need for a Hebrew printing-press. The earliest work 


produced was entitled “'Teshuboth haGeonim” (1707). In this the 


author, Rabbi Johanan Holleschau, makes the following observation, 
particularly significant if one regards it as the first public utterance 
of Hebrew scholarship in this country : 
“But I have no fear; for we, our brethren of the House of 
Israel, ive in the kingdom of England, under rulers and princes 
and lords who deal with us with kindness and mercy. They may 
indeed be reckoned as the Pious Ones of the Nations of the world. 
If a man give them a houseful of gold and silver they would do no 
injustice or wrongdoing, but act only as is written in ther law- 
books. ...” 
This attitude received a concrete expression at a comparatively 
early stage in the modern period of Anglo-Jewish history, m an episode 
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which is not without its bearing upon the present situation. The facts: 


are not yet known sufficiently, and no apology is needed for a brief 
recapitulation. In 1744, during the War of the Austrian Succession, 
in revenge for certain fancied offences of the Jews in Alsace, the 
Empress Maria Theresa, most illogically, banished the Jews from 
Bohemia—especially its capital, Prague. That hapless Community 
appealed for assistance to their co-religionists throughout the world, 
asking them to.use what influence they could to secure at least a 
reprieve. The Warden of the Great Synagogue in London at the time 
was Aaron Franks, who, with his cousin Moses Hart, immediately 
petitioned the King, George Il. The tatter consented to receive them 
in audience: and a recently discovered letter describes how the old 
man showed every sympathy, shaking his head and repeating with 
tears in his eyes: “It is not right that the innocent should suffer with 
the guilty.” 

In consequence, the British Ambassador in Vienna, Sir Thomas 
Robinson, was instructed to make representations to the Austrian 
Government. With him was associated Burmania, the Dutch 
representative, who had received similar instructions from The Hague. 
as well as the representatives of Denmark, Venice, etc. Ultimately. 
the representations were successful, the decree being revoked and the 
refugees, to the number of over 20,000, being allowed to return to their 
homes. 

It must be recalled that this took place at a time within a century 
of the Re-settlement: when a majority of the Jews in this country 
had been born abroad: when Jewish Emancipation was not even a 
dream: and when the British Government agreed with the Austrian, 
and with every other in Europe, that non-Christians could have no 
claim to political equality with their neighbours. Subsequent inter- 
ventions (as, for example, that at Corfu in 1891, when British warships 
saved the Jewish Community from massacre, at the time of a partacu- 
larly senseless ritual murder allegation) can add little to the force of 
this two-century-old precedent, which clearly shows that in the heroic 
age of Pitt there would have been little sympathy for the present 
pusillanimous doctrine, that there can be no diplomatic intervention 
in the internal affairs of a foreign country, even on humanitarian 


grounds. 
English Non-Jewish Zionists 


_ There is yet another point, of particular interest at the present 
tame. Our Society is about to publish a new edition of the 
“Bibliotheca Anglo-Judaica.” In this, there will figure for the first 
tume a section comprising what has been written in English by non- 
Jews advocating the restoration of the Jews to their ancient home in 
Palestine. The late Nahum Sokolow, in his monumental “History of 
Zionism,” made a preliminary survey of the ground; but even those 
who are familiar with his researches will be amazed at the number, 
the continuity and the authority of the works in question, stretching 
back in an unbroken sequence as far as the seventeenth century. There 
can be no doubt that these works played a considerable part in the 
evolution of the Zionist idea. The Jews, it is true, preserved the 
unpulse; but these English theorists gave the question a certain 
degree of actuality, and pressed it from time to time upon the notice 
of the Western World. The interest in Zionism shown by Joseph 


Chamberlain and his successors was not, therefore, anything novel ; 
it was a new expression, in perhaps more practical form, of an 
enthusiasm which had been a familiar phenomenon in England for 
come three centuries and which was in no small measure responsible 
for the eagerness with which Herzl and his colleagues and forerunners 
looked for English sympathy and aid. | 

That enthusiasm reached its culmination in the Balfour Declara- 
tion of 1917. and its fulfilment on the Turkish debacle in the following 
vear. To-day, there are certain elements in this country who are 
working for a complete reversal of this policy. Looking at the matter 
in its historical perspective, It appears that this would be an 
unexampled act of treachery. England, and English theorists, are 
jointly responsible with Jews for the evolution of Zionism im its 
modern form. It 1s not a question of reversing the pohey of the past 
twenty years, but that of the past three centuries. Such an association 
1s not lightly to be broken. ‘This is no mere Jewish enterprise, but an 
enterprise in which England and the Jews are closely, inseparably 
associated. The comparative date and validity of agreements made 
during the present generation, under the stress of war, 1s an 
insignificant question by the side of this three-century-old association. 
1 trust that new research workers will be forthconmmng who will enable 
us to demonstrate to the world that, if by the renunciation of Zion 
we Jews would lose much of our inheritance, England, too, would 
lose no small part of hers. 


» 

I have been able to outline, in the short time at my disposal, 
only a few of the many lines of enquiry into the record and achieve- 
ments of the Jews in this country, which, as I feel, may fruitfully be 
followed up at the present crisis. Nothing ean be further from my 
intention than to suggest that the Jews are supermen. It is as mis- 
leading, and possibly as harmful, to claim that the Jews have been 
responsible for every step in human and in national progress as it 


js to join with the Nazis in asserting that they have consistently been 


a corrosive influence in European civilisation. The servicés of 
individual Jews to England have indeed been conspicuous. But more 
important than that is the fact that, ever since the Re-admussion, the 
Jew has constituted an integral part of Enghsh Society, taking a 
solid and useful—not necessarily an outstanding—share in every facet 
of British life, enterprise and endeavour. This fact, I hope, I have 
sufliciently demonstrated this evening in its general outline. It requires 
detailed and painstaking research, upon the lines which I have 
indicated and many more (it will be realised, for instance, that I have 
not referred at all to the contribution of the Jew to the economec 
prosperity of England and her dependencies, to take only one further 
instance), ta develop and illustrate all this im convincing detail. 
The more the facts are known, and the more widely the knowledge 
of them is spread, the better qualified we shall be to answer the 
allegations which are being bandied about, so irresponsibly, at the 
present tune. The anti-Semites of to-day, with Herr Hitler at their 
head, have thrown down the challenge to Jewish history. Jewish 
history can well afford to take up that challenge; and in this country 
it is for us, the Jewish Historical Society of England, to take the lead.

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JOHANNESBURG AND THE JEWS 


BY PAUL H. EMDEN

When, in 1885, rumours of new discoveries of gold made the round 
ol Kimberley, they were not taken particularly seriously—only too 
frequently had such news been followed by the bitterest disappointment. 
Diamonds could be relied upon; gold, on the other hand, wherever 
1t had been found, at Lydenburg, at Pilgrim's Rest, and latterly 
at. Barberton, whose immense natural wealth had been boosted as a new 
world’s wonder, had proved a veritable fool's paradise and made deep 
holes in the banking accounts of the financiers: the bubble had burst. 
and of the many companies formed, only one bearing the Old Testa- 
ment name of Sheba did well for a time. That now, according to the 
promoters’ tales, the greatest goldfield in the world should have been 
discovered sounded neither new nor convincing. However—it might 
after all be worth while to go a little more closely into the rumours: 
Alfred Beit, ever more optimistic than the others, and besides in a 
position to take some risk, put £25,000 at the disposal of the 
enthusiastic Joseph B. Robinson. Whatever people may then or later 
have thought of Robinson, he was not the man to let the grass grow 
under his feet, and the first thing he did on the Witwatersrand was to 
buy Langlaagte, a farm for which it had been impossible to tind a 
purchaser in 1865 at the price of twelve oxen, and for which now the 
enormous sum ot £6,000 was pout on the table. 

Barely more than fifty years have elapsed since this transaction 
which mghtly finds a place in history; during that half-century, from 
this property alone 
gold to the value of 
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been brought up against them; nothing was spared them. The new 
town was compared with Sodom and Gomorrah, called a University of 
Crime; Harcourt, not altogether without malice, dubbed it Jewhannes- 
burg, and Labouchere every week amused his readers with letters from 
Moses Moss in Johannesburg to Benjamin Boss in London. Here in 
the Metropolis, these speculating Captains of Industry were at first 
met with good-humoured ridicule; the comic papers and the nousical- 
comedy stage took possession ot these new “ Rand Millionaires’’ Sub- 
sequently, however, when it became no longer possible to dispute their 
vreat achievements, when it was seen that mn the tace of all obstacles, 
both natural ones and those which were dehberately placed in their 
way, they built up an industry with a speed the hke of which had 
never been seen and with a concentration such as had never yet been 
experienced, they were taken seriously and their worth recognised 
unreservedly. People were bound to be impressed when they saw a 
grandiose centre of industry arse out of nothing in a wilderness ; every- 
thing, from the simplest tools to the most compleated muning 
machinery, had to be ordered from Europe and transported by ox 
wagon from Durban, them nearest harbour, 482 mules away, for, thanks 
to a policy completely hostile to the industry, it was not till 1892, 
when the population had msen to 30,000, that Johannesburg was linked 
up with the coast by railway. 

A eurious crowd from all countries, with a strong Jewish leavening, 
had collected first in the camp, then in the town; many of them 
modest, timid Polish and Russian Jews, glad to have escaped from 
their constantly threatened Ghetto and grateful when they were able 
to make a humble living somewhere else.

the sole street illumination. But as was only proper for a community 
which was in the first imstance a mining centre and whose life-blood 
was gold—a Stock Exchange was opened as early as 1887, 

The same shrewd, far-sighted and wealthy financiers who managed 
the imines, and later in their tragic recklessness were to mmagine that 
they eould manage the State too, took into their capable hands the reins 
of the ever-growing town which, in 1890, had 17,300 inhabitants, m 
1898, 61,800, and in 1902, 110,000. The versatile Barney Barnato, one of 
the first to see the shadow of coming events, started the Water Works 
and popularised that fluid, which, up to then, had been so rare and so 
costly. Sammy Marks—Senator Samuel Marks—provided the means 
for damming up the Vaal River, planted orchards, and at a time when 
everything was still very much on the knees of the gods, he and his 
partner and brother-in-law, Isaac Lewis, with great pluck spent 
enormous fortunes in industrial experiments and invested vast sums 
in collieries, breweries, glass, steel, brick, tile and tube works, and in 
this way founded the industry of the country. 

The time when the municipality found itself compelled to ask 
the Government to guarantee a Bank overdraft of £100,000, a request 
which old Kruger only granted very unwillingly and after long hesita- 
tion, telling the deputation during the negotiations, “ You fellows are 
very fond of spending money; you will be driven into bankruptcy 1f 
you are not careful,” did not last long. To-day the rateable value ot 
the town is nearly £75,000,000, its total loan indebtedness only 
£8,728,000, and the 4 per cent, stock, one of the soundest investments 
in the civic world, is quoted at 110 per cent. . 

Whatever reproaches could be levelled at the financiers, rand-lords 
and speculators who made Johannesburg what it is—and, in the front 
rank of them stand the Jews, Barnato and his Joel nephews, Sammy 
Marks and Isaac Lewis, Siegm. Neumann, Lionel Phillips (one of the 
leaders of the Jameson Raid, condemned to death for his share in it, 
and still amongst us down to a few short weeks ago), and the most 
gifted and generous of them all, Alfred Beit—those reproaches have

Politically the Jews did not become prominent, but even long 
before the advent of gold some of them occupied great positions ; de 
Vries was. in 1868, State Prosecutor, and, in 1872, Chairman of the 
Volksraad; Daniel Kisch was, from 1877 to 1881, Auditor-General of 
Transvaal. In more recent days the various South African Parha- 
ments have included amongst their members Barney Barnato, Richard 
Goldman, Max Langerman, Emile Nathan, Morris Kentridge, the 
“Pioneer, Soldier and. Politician” David Harris, and Ernest Oppen- 
heimer, three times Mayor of Kimberley and as Chairman ot De Beers 
e@ successor of Rhodes. Harry Solomon and Harry Graumann, both 
among the first four Aldermen of Johannesburg, the latter Mayor in 
1910, also belonged to the Legislative Assembly, whilst M. J. Harris 
also achieved the highest civic honour in 1923. Sammy Marks, 
popular and respected in both cainps, active between Lord Roberts and 
the Transvaal Generals even during the Boer War, which he looked 
upon as a “ preposterous blunder —if it had been left to him he would 
have removed all causes of friction with twenty million pounds—was

In law and medicine the Jews on the Rand are prominent, and 
on the great Jewish Feast Days the Stock Exchange at Johannesburg 
is closed. The first religious Service was held as early as the 10th July, 
1887. in the rooms of the Rand Club; a year later, President Kruger 
laid the foundation-stone of a Synagogue—the first of eighteen. It 1s 
in the Johannesburg Community that Dr. Hertz, coming from America, 
made the start which led him to his present eminent position of Chief 
Rabbi of the British Empire. 

All of them—those who celebrated Sunday and those who held 
Sabbath holy—had come to the Rand for the purpose, and for the sole 
purpose, of making money, for the nussion and the business of Johan- 
nesburg is the winning of gold; for this they risked their health, those 
who came from Western Europe their comfort, and all their fortunes 
or their savings. But one tie—and this is the most characteristic 
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feature of this cosmopolitan crowd—bound them all together: they

ever short-lived. The thorny Native question was continually demand.- 
ing new decisions, and in a gold city the desperate struggle between 
capital and labour rages with especial violence; in 1913 and 1914 
terrible strikes broke out, and the one of 1922, which might well be 
termed a revolt, brought with it the blackest days of Johannesburg ; 
six hundred dead were left on the field. In spite of all these obstacles, 
however, the Boer War and the Great War, in which three thousand 
Jews in the Union volunteered, the city became ever greater, more 
powerful, and latterly more beautiful. Magnificent houses, with the 
most modern technical improvements, have arsen in surroundings 
grown lovely. Alfred Beit and his partners founded the Eckstein 
Park, he himself gave the Frankenwald Estate for the purpose of a 
University, and Solly Joel presented the Barnato Park in memory of 
his uncle. 

For—and this also must be said for the credit of the Randlords— 
“these fellows,” as Kruger had said, “ were very fond of spending” ; 
they had an unbounded joie de vivre, poured out money with both 
hands, for their own pleasure and in the exercise of a splendid 
hospitality, bat. also for the good of the cornmonwealth, and their 
purse-strings were ever unloosened in aid of charity. They could 
afford it all. Whatever mistakes may have been made above ground, 
in the town—and their number was not small—below ground there 
came no disappointments, and the Rand left no one, not even the 
rashest optimist, in the lurch; although individual ventures may not 
have come up to expectations, although others may, m the course of 
time. have become exhausted—the mines, as a whole, have again and 
again wakened to new life; the output has been continuously increased ; 
from £6.000 in 1885 to £8.570.000 im 1895; from £20,800,000 m 1905 
and £38.600.000 in 1915, to £40,000,000 in 1925 and £45,000,000 in 
1935. After hesitating for a while at first, Rhodes had expressed the 
opinion that “the Rand is the biggest thing the world has seen,” and, 
as usual, he had been nght. 

To-day the fiftv-vear-old Johannesburg with nearly half-a-mulhon 
inhabitants—of 240,000 whites, 30,000 are Jews—is a Cathedral and 
University City, the largest town in the {mon and the centre of the 
ereatest mining industry in the world.

Anti-Semites’ Dockside Demonstration 


Although a big anti-Semitic demonstration had been planned, 
there were no serious incidents when the specially chartered liner 
“ Stuttgart,” with 537 German-Jewish immigrants on board, docked 
at Cape Town on Tuesday. Strong forces of police were on duty, and 
only a handful of demonstrators turned up to greet the Jews with 
shouts of “Go hack to Palestine!” The immigrants later left for 
Johannesburg. 

The Jewish immigrants arrived well in time to avoid new and 
stricter imrugration restrictions, which are due to come into force 
on Sunday.

JEWISH COOKERY 


Sausages 


DURING the winter months when one cannot serve quite 50 many 
cold dishes for luncheon or supper, sausages come as a real boon to the 
housewife who likes to vary her daily menus. 

When frying or grilling them it is a good plan to blanch them fora 
mninute in boiling water first, then they will not burst. 

Mashed potatoes are the usual accompaniment, but for a change serve 
rice and tomatoes or a purée of haricot beans. 

Apples go excellently with sausages. Cut into thick rings or like chip 
potatoes and fry till lightly browned. Or, line a fireproof dish with sliced 
apple and put the sausages on top; then bake in a moderately hot oven 
for about half-an-hour, 

Another dish of sausages and apples: Choose sour apples of equal 
Bize. Scoop out the centres and fill up with sausage meat, heaping it high 
over the apples. Bake in a moderate oven until the apples ‘are soft but 
not broken. 


Sausage Croquettes 

ROLL out some short crust very thin and cut into rounds. Chop up 

some left-over sausages and moisten with a little thick gravy, Put a 

portion of this mixture in the centre of each round: moisten the edge s and 

fold over in halves, pressing the edges well together. Brush over with 
egg and rollin crumbs. Iry a golden brown in deep fat. 


Sausage Hotpot 
Sausages, 1 |b. Potatoes, 2 lbs. 
Spanish onions, |b, ‘Tomatoes, 4 Ib. 
Stock. Seasoning. 

PEEL and slice the potatoes, onions and tomatoes. Cut each sausage 
into three or four pieces. Arrange in layers in a casserole and season 
each with salt and pepper ; have a good layer of potatoes ontop. Half 
fill the casserole with stock ; cover and bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour. Remove the lid the last fifteen minutes so that the potatoes can 
brown, 


Onions Stuffed With Sausages 
Six Spanish onions. jrown or tomato sauce, 4 pint. 
Sausages, 1 Ib. Toast. Lrown crumbs, 

PEEL the onions and boil in salted water until just tender but not 
broken. Drain well and cut each across in four, but not right through. 
Place on a greased fireproof dish and open out te thé shape of a water lily. 
Pack the centre of each with skinned sausage meat, heaping it well up. 
Pour over the brown sauce and sprinkle with brown crumbs. Bake ina 
hot oven for fifteen minutes and serve in the dish in which they were 
cooked with a border of sippets of toast around. 

N.B.—Save the onion stock for soup. 


Sausage and Potato Rolls

Death Sentences on Murderers 


According to information received from a reliable source.

Some of the terrorists 


Earlier last week, there were several incidents showing that 
the tradition of terrorism is not to be allowed to die easily. On 
Thursday in last week, a stable near Raana, belonging to a Jew, was 
fired by Arabs and several animals were burned to death. On the 
same day, shots were tired at Jewish groves in Petach Tikvah and 
eer Jacob. -In neither case did the Jewish watchmen return the 
fire, this being in accordance with new Government instructions. 
Later, three huts in the settlement of Benjamina were set fire to by 
Arabs and destroyed. On Sunday night, the settlements of Kiryat 
Bialik, Ramat Johanan and Dagania were fired at,.and police in an 
Arab village near Haifa were the object of similar attention. 

This shows that the picture of perfect peace in the land which 
some observers are anxious to paint, is far from a just description 
of the situation. 

Attacks on Arabs 

The terrorists are also directing their attacks to Arab merchants 
who are trading with Jews, and an Arab lorry was wrecked near 
Hlebron because it was suspected that the owner was transporting 
goods he bad purchased from Jews. An Arab special constable, who 
was the principal witness for the prosecution in the trial of some 
Arabs accused of sending an infernal machine to Tel-Aviv last 
month, was attacked by a crowd of Arab youths in Jaffa. In 
defending himself, the constable shot one of his attackers, 
inflicting serious injury. The Arab paper Ar Liwa, which is 
the organ of the Grand Mufti, was suspended for three days last 
week because, it is understood, of its ceaseless agitation for a 
boycott of the Jews. Further attacks by bandits on Arab villages 
for the purpose of obtaining food and money are reported. One 
occurred near Kamle on Sanday, and in another case two villages 
near Haifa were attacked on Monday. 

It is now quite clear that the concentration camp at Sarafand is 
to be liquidated, as many more internees have been released, includ- 
ing Hassan Sidky Dajani, the notorious agitator. 

The Jerusalem Court of Appeal bas confirmed sentences of death 
passed on two Arabs convicted last July of firing at troops. The 
Court was presided over for the first time by Judge Copeland. At 
the Jaffa Court, Judges Copeland and Shaw passed sentence of 
death on Muhammed Kamdil, one of the Arabs on trial for the murder 
of Levinson and Morinson in the Hatikvah Quarter, on the borders 
of Tel Aviv and Jaffa, at the beginning of the disturbances. Another 
Arab, Alidim Ibrahim, was sentenced to death at the Haifa Assizes 
by Judges Copeland, Shaw and Emimi for shooting at troops. 
Proceedings have begun against Abdul Kadar Al Husse, a nephew of 
the Grand Mufti, who was arrested after being wounded by troops 
near Bethlehem. The accused was allowed bail in £250. 


Jewish Refugees Returning 

Jewish refugees from the old city of Jerusalem are now return- 
ing home. Many Jewish shops that had been c'osed during the 
disturbances have opened, but those that are located in the Arab 
streets continue closed, in view of Arab threats and Arab boycott 
pickets. Curfew in Jerusalem has been reduced, and is now from 
midnight to dawn, instead of from 9 p.m. ‘The censorship in con- 
nection with the import of foreign newspapers into Palestine has 
been lifted. 


Injunction Against Mayor of Jerusalem 

Last week, the High Court in Jerusalem granted an order nisi 
against the Mayor of Jerusalem, Dr. Khaldi, for permitting the four 
Arab members of the Municipal Council in Jerusalem to hold their 
positions although they have not attended any of the meetings that 
have been convened since the 26th May, and are consequently dis- 
qualified as members. Two of these Councillors are Hassan Sidky 
Dajani, mentioned above, and Ibrahim Darwish also recently released 
from the Sarafand concentration camp.

A Port for Tel-Aviv 
COMMENCEMENT OF CITRUS SEASON 


[From our Corre Sy nde RUSALI 


The first citrus shipment from the Tel-Aviv jetty was taken 
on board the s.s. Giarootekerk. a Duteh steamer. for Rotterdam on 
the very day on which the Arab Committee aled for a 
cessation of the strike and campaign of violence. 

The loading of 744 cases of grapefruit for Holland was a 
symbotical oceasion, for it marked the emergence of the Jewish city 
as a temporary landing for cargo ships into a seaboard centre of 
more considerable importance. In the course of a statement to

Whatever citrus from Jewish groves in the Jaffa district 
were not shipped from Tel-Aviv, he added, would be transported 
by rail to Haifa. It was not a policy of boycotting Jaffa, but 
of ensuring reasonable precautions—so long as conditions in Jaffa 
remained such that at any time the Jews doing business there were 
exposed to attacks, and Arab lighterman continued to enjoy a 
monopoly which enabled them to paralyse activity at the port when. 
ever they liked, then, declared Mr, Tolkowsky, Jews could not take 
the risk of returning to Jaffa. 
Permanent Facilities 
Permanent anchorage facilities under suitable sheltering condi. 
tions are now being constructed just outside the Levant Fair 
grounds. The lighter harbour is expected to be ready for service by 
about December 15th. The growth of the present concrete jetty into 
a real port is bound to have a great effect upon the trade of Jaffa, 
and the boatmen there are thoroughly disgruntled, their feelings 
wavering between resentment at the step of making the import and 
export movement independent of thé Arab town, to indignation 
against the Arab political leaders who precipitated the situation. 
Obviously the country stood to lose considerably from the 
continued suspension of activity at Jaffa port and failure to make 
adequate provision for incoming and outgoing sea traffic elsewhere, 
An indication of what might have happened is to be seen from the 
figures for the five months during which Tel-Aviv’s jetty has been 
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operating. Over 92 working days in that period, 47 steamers ard 
20 sailing vessels anchored off Tel-Aviv and discharged about 17,000 
tons of import merchandise, including 7,140 tons of foodstuffs and 
1,343 tons of fruit and vegetables. A really serious situation might 
have developed bad this import trade been denied to Tel-Aviv, 
particularly as Haifa harbour was considerably overworked. 

Shipments of citrus fruit from Palestine generally by the end of 
October are expected to exceed 250,000 cases, somewhat below the 
total consignments for the same period of the season last year. By 
October 17th nothing had been cleared through Jaffa, the bulk of 
the 143.325 cases leaving Palestine before thaf date having gone 
through Haifa. 

Estimates put the season's crop at about 10,000,000 cases (three 
million more than last season), so that if Tel-Aviv handles about 
1,000,000 cases, it will be more than a fair beginning for her career 
as a port. 


German-Jewish Initiative in Industry 
LARGE INVESTMENTS RECORDED IN ERETZ YISRAEL 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


During the two years 1934 and 1935, a total of £P1,700,000 was 
invested in the establishment of 477 industrial undertakings in 
Palestine. Of these 77 or 16 per cent. were establishments started 
by German-Jewish immigrants, at least a half of whom were o the 
so-called “ capitalist’ category. Thecapital brought by the German 
Jews was £17373,000 or 22 per cent. of the total. These figures are 
mentioned in a report issued Py the Jewish Agency on a census 
held in the first two months/6f this year of the industrial activity 
of German Jewish newcomg'ts to Palestine. The work was under. 
taken by the A ency's Statistical Department at the request of the 
Department for Settlement of German Jews. — 

Briefly, the inquiry held this year covered 100 undertakings 
which belonged to 177 owners. Fifty per cent. of them were persons 
who followed other occupations abroad, but acclimatised themselves 
to other branches of production upon resching Palestine. Ninety 
five of the 100 undertakings reported capital investments of 
£P478,060, whilst the annual production in 85 factories and work- 
shops was £1°452,850. Total employment was just under 2,000. 


A New Hospital 
JEWS SICK WITH “GALUTH” ILLNESS 


The new Kupat Holim Hospital of the Histadruth in Petach 
Tikvah was opened with a festive cerernony on Tuesday in the presence 
of the High Commissioner, senor Government officials, representauves 
of Jewish institutions and thousands of guests. Mr. Baylinson, who 
opened the proceedings, paid tribute to the memory of the victims 
of the disturbances and all those who fell while defending the country. 
The High Commissioner, in lus address, expressed his thanks for the 
tribute paid to the members of the military and police forces who fell 
while preserving order in the country. He expressed surprise at the 
great work achieved by the Kupat Holim, which now has 50,000 
members, and declared that the Government was prepared to give 
every assistance for any work of this kind. 

The othe speakers were: Mr. Perlson, Manager of the Kupat 
Holum: Dr. Katznelson, of the Vaad Leumu: Colonel Heron, head of the 
Government Health Department; Mr. Stamper, Chairman of the 
Petach Tikvah Council; Mr. Grabovsky, of the Histadruth in Petach 
Tikvah; Mr. Mereminsky, member of the Histadruth Executive; and 
Mr. Shertok, who, on behalf of the Jewish Agency, pointed out that 
the Jewish nation was sick with “ Galuth illness,” and was looking for 
a cure in Eretz Yisrael. He declared that the Jews must cure the land, 
not only of physical diseases, but also of hatred and ignorance. 

The Hospital has cost £40,000, to which the Government con- 
tributed a mere £4,300. It was built exclusively with Palestinian 
materials. 


Tel-Aviv Mayoralty 


The election of the Mayor of Tel-Aviv continues to be the subject 
of a good deal of discussion. The Citizen Group are insisting on a 
plebiscite of the inhabitants of the city to decide whether Mr. 
Chelouche or Mr. Rokach should be chosen. The Tel-Aviv branch 
of the Histudruth has published a statement in which it condemns 
the attempt on the part of certain sections to ask the Government 
to appoint Mr. Rokach as Mayor, in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Chelouche was elected by the ‘'el-Aviv Council with a majority. 

The High Commissioner invited both the Vice-Mayors to lunch 


with him in order to discuss the situation with a view to reaching 
a settlement. 


“ Daily Express” Ballot Result 


The Datty Express recently held a ballot among its readers on 
the issue in Palestine in which they were asked: (1) Do you favour 
the Jewish cause? (2) Do you favour the Arabs? (3) Do you believe 
that Britain should renounce the Mandate for administering Palestine, 
which she now holds from the League of Nations? 

Over 46,000 people entered the ballot. The results were :

PALESTINE PETITIONS 


The agenda of the Mandates Commission, which met on Tuesaday 
at Geneva, included sixteen Arab and Jewish petitions in connection 
with Palestine, variously dated from March to June, 1936. The 
Jewish petitions come chiefly from the Revisionists. In view of the 
declared attitude of the Mandatory at the Council meeting of the 
League, it was decided that these petitions will not be dealt with 
during the forthcoming meeting. 

The Mandatory, it will be recalled, is not inclined to discuss the 
situation in Palestine pending the investigation of the Royal 
Commission. 


“The Future of Palestine” 


In the course of a letter to Tue Tisres dealing with the Palestine 
Mandate, Mr. 8S. Vesey-Fitz Gerald (Semor Lecturer m Indian and 
Palestinian Law at the University of London) strongly supported the 
idea of incorporating Palestine in the Empire. He wrote: : 

“ Now tn Palestine we are trying on a large scale an expemi- 
ment we have never tried in India; that is to say. upsetting the 
existing religious balance of power by introducing from elsewhere 
large numbers of followers of one of the local religions, including 
among them many persons whose interest in Judaism 1s purely 
racial and not religous. Such an experment, to which we are 
irrevocably corurtted, 1s bound to be dangerous : but there is Ts 
reason why it should be made unnecessanly dangerous by uncer- 


tainty about the future.... As long as Ziomst and Moslem are 
allowed to appear as rival powers they cannot fail to be antagon- 
istic. There must be only one king in Palestine, Edward VIII, 


whose thie good all mcemed Palestine ought 
forthwith to be meorporated.”

CHECKING UNSOUND SPECULATION 


In view of the widespread interest in the acquisition of land ia 
Palestine, a representative of the Palestine Land Development Company, 
Mr. Joseph Salzman, has been touring through various countries on the 
Continent and has now arrived in London. The Company, which was 
registered in London in 1909, has Offices in Jerusalem, Haifa and Tel-Aviv. 
It has a capital of £325,000 and distributed during the last few years & 
dividend of eight per cent., in addition to eight per cent. in bonus shares 
in 1934, The Board of Directors includes Professor Otto Warburg, Dr. 
Arthur Ruppin, Dr. W. Senator, and Mr. Eliezer Kaplan (the last three 
being also on the Executive of the Jewish Agency), The Managing 
Directors are Mr. Joshua Hankin and Dr. Jacob Thon, 

The business of the P.L.D.C. cousists in acquiring agricultural and 
urban lands from Arabs and selling them to the Jewish National Fund 
and Jewish individuals. Since 1920 it has purchased large areas in the 
vicinity of the cities of Jerusalem, Haifa and Tel-Aviv, divided them inte 
lots, and sold them to Jews. It has thus opened up important com- 
mercial and residential quarters for the Jews who had removed from 
the Arab section of those cities. The aforementioned three most 
important cities have undergone a notable development and expansion 
during the last five years. The sites in the old residential quarters have 
almost all been sold, or can be obtained only at second or third hand. 
They have consequently risen in price in an unhealthy manner. In order 
to check this unsound speculation and to facilitate building for 
persons without means, the P.L.D.C. has bought further plots in the 
proximity of those cities and offers them in lots at relatively moderate 
prices.

He felt constrained to say on that occasion a word concerning 
any suggestion that there should be a conterence between Jewish and 
Arab While welcoming, iis thes did any menns of rap proce hig - 
ment with the Arab people short of sacrificing their principles and 
dignity, let them be sure that they were going to act through the 
nght leaders when thes met thet. 

Meanwhile, said Capt. Solomon, hus Wiis that the 
and discipline and the long endurance of the people of the Yuishuy 
would bear fruit. 

That the eyes of Jewry had, to some extent, opened was refleeted 
no doubt im the fact that the Jewish National Fund had had a record 
year in thus country. Let them not be so enthusiastic, Capt. Solomon 
told his hearers when they applauded this announcement. The sum 
of £61,000 or £62,000 was nothing to be proud of in the circumstances 
of the day. 

Capt. Solomon paid a tribute to the work of the staff under the 
Secretary, Mr. 8. Levin. 

He then read messages from Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, Chairiean of 
the Board of Directors of the Jewish National Fund, Jerusalem, and 
Lord Melchett. 

Messages and greetings were then conveyed on behalf of varus 
bodies.

“In my view, our work has given sulfficient evidence of its justification. 
It is now for us to look for ways to create a greatly accelerated measure 
of progress. The Assurance Department is faced with the usual dithi- 
culty that popularity grows with visible success and that when it 1s 
most needed, i.e., in the early stages of establishing an organisation. 
it is generally found lacking. We must, therefore, at this stage more 
than ever, look to you to help us 1n spreading the knowledge ot our 


activity among Zionists and the Jewish public generally.” 


Mr. Aaron Wright, a Vice-President, in the unavoidable absence 
of Mr. Cyril J. Ross, the Treasurer, presented the Annual Report and 


Financial Statement. 
Annual Report 


The Report. gives a very comprehensive review of all the activities 


of the Fund. The following are a few extracts from it: 


The nineteenth Zionist Congress unanimously adopted a resolution calling 


on Zionists and Jewry to raise £1,000,000 for the Jewish National Fund in 
the ensuing two years as the minimum sum required for land redemption. 
A good start has been made. It is hoped that the total collected for the 
Jewish National Fund throuchout the world this year will exceed £400,000, 
the hichest figure attained in the annals of the Fund. 

In this country the quota adopted was £50,000 per annum. We have 


achieved the record sum of £61,738 against £48,398 last year. During the 


ear, the Council for German Jewry launched its great appeal for £1,000,000, 


n this campaign Jewish National Fund Offices in Glasgow, Leeds, Liverpool 
and Manchester, and our Commissions generally in London and the Provinces, 
were involved. 

To date, there is an amount of about £90,000 earmarked for the purchase 

of land through the J.N.F nis

he sum of £16,000 has been-received by the J.N.F. on account of the present 

‘Appeal and £14,000 on account of previous Appeals, giving a total of £30,000 
from this source during the year.

Education 

Later, under the Chairmanship of Professor Samson Wright, Mr. 
Nathan Morris gave a report of the work of the Education Department. 

They had in London, said Mr. Morris, about 110 educational 
institutions—schools and classes of various descriptions. Until quite 
recently, many of these did not present very favourable ground for the 
work of the J.N.F. That was already becoming ancient history. After 
only one year’s activity, he thought he could say that there were very 
few of these schools now where the Blue Box was not only a familiar, 
but a warmly welcomed feature of the work. Nor could there be 
many of the 14,000 children receiving their education in these schools 
and classes who had not heard the message of the Jewish National 
Fund and who had not carried that message to their homes, scattered 
all over that great cit, 

Professor S. Brodetsky then addressed the Conference. The 
question of land, he said, was one of the most umportant questions that 
Zionists had to face from many poimts of view. If one wished to 
sum up the problem of Palestine, one could do so in three words 
iminigration, land and constitution. He suggested that an agnecultural 
basis to their National Home which was represented by fifteen per 
cent. of the Jewish population living on the land was not satislactory, 


and that it WAS necessary Io! then to cirect ther attention most 
earetully and energetically to the problem ol getting a large r poer- 
centage of Jews living on the land. The situation became more serious 


if one looked at it trom the pot of view ot land in Jewish PUSSESSIOTL. 
One of the arguments one heard trom Opponents Was that the Jews 
were acquiring the land of Palestine, and that thereby the position ot 
the Arabs in Palestine in regard to the land was becoming endangered. 

In June, 1936, out of a total of twenty-five million dunams, which 
represented the area ot Palestine, ar wish PPUSSESSIONS, mcluding 
National Fund land, private possessions and everything they could 
possibly unagine, amounted to 1,400,000 dunarms—that was 54 per 
cent! This had to be compared with a Jewish population in Palestine 
which was now nearly 30 per cent. 

They had done great things, he saad. He doubted whether any 
Government in the world, equipped with all the resources of a 
Government, had done more useful and more successful land settle- 
ment than had the Zionist Orgamsation, without the means of a 
Government and without the political power of a Government. But 
when they pointed to their achievements with pride, they must at 
the same time temper that pride with care, because the future of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine was foing to depend to a verv 
large extent upon the manner in which Jewish settlement upon the 
land became a really large and decisive factor of the whole of Jewish 
work rn that country. 


‘* Negative of Development "’ 


Professor Brodetsky stressed the fact that the Mandate said two 
things about, land—that the Government should encourage close settle- 
ment of Jews upon the land and that the Government should place 
at the disposal of the Jewish Agency state lands and waste lands. 
“The Government,” he declared, “must finish once and for all with 
the policy of development which consisted of obstacles to Jews. This 
is not development. This is the very negative of development.” 

They were facing a severe political fight, he continued. The 
Royal Commission, they were told, was going out on November 5th. 
Many schemes would be put forward for dealing with the question of 
immigration, land and constitution. In connection with land, one line 
of policy must be ruled out at once, and that was ‘the line of policy 
which said: “There is trouble between the Jews and Arabs and the best 
thing is to separate them.” The question of Jewish settlement in 
Transjordania was one of those things which would have to come up 
In connection with the problem. 

The evening session, organised by the J.N.F. Education Depart- 
ment, was presided over by Dr. M. Epstein. 

Dr. Epstein said that was their second Conference. Last vear’s 
wis an exceedingly successful one, and he hoped that the exchange 
of views among those interested in education, particularly from the 
point of view that Palestine played in it, would be as frmtful as the 
last Conference was. 

_ In moving the adoption of the Report contained in that of the 
J.N.F., the Hon. Secretary, the Rev. J. Halpern, outlined the work 
done during the year- 

Professor Samson Wright delivered an address on “ Palestine and 
Its Education To-day,” in the first passages of which -he told the 
Conference how, from the reports which he had received, the Jewish 
children in Palestine had re-acted to the disturbances. It was quite 
obvious, he said, to anyone who understood the psychology of children, 
that the events of the last six months would undoubtedly make a 
lasting impression—they hoped a not too harmful impression— upon 
the minds of the children. From the reports before him, the teachers 
in Palestine had been acting nobly in trying to instil a spirit of

moderation and toleration in the minds of the children, to calm and 
reassure them, and to remove from their minds those feelings 
of hate and terror that must creep in unawares. : | 

Professor Samson Wright gave data concerning Jew ish education 
in Palestine, which he prefaced with the statement that attend- 
ance at school in Palestine was not compulsory and that when 
parents sent their children to school, in a very large number of cases, 
payments had to be made. One also had to remember that the 
population of Palestine was, in the main, @ poor population. In the 
vear 1921. the total number of Jewish children at school was 17,000. 
To-dav the number, as far as he could make out, was of the order of 
56.000. Although Jews constituted less than one-third of the popula- 
tion of Palestine, some 45 per cent. of the school population was 
Jewish. Giving Budget figures, he said that in 1936 the total budget 
of the educational department was about £335,000, of which the 
Government of Palestine provided a little less than £40,000!

David Eder Memorial 
A PSYCHOLOGICAL LIBRARY FOR THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 

The following letter has been addressed to the press generally : 

The desire has been expressed in many quarters to establish @ 
Memorial to the late Dr. M. D. Eder to commemorate his selticss services 
to medicine. to social scicuce and to the cause of Zionism. It is felt thas 
not only Psycho-Analysts and Zionists would like to be associated with 
this Memorial. but also manv working in the spheres of medicine and 
cocial aecience who knew of Dr. Eder and of his work. After mutual dis- 
enssions and cousultation w ith Mrs. it has by en cle cided to offer te 
the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, a Psychological Library that will 
bear Dr. Eder's name. Mrs. Eder is presenting Dr, Eder’s own library 
as a nucleus, and it is intended to mark this act by a simple ceremony to 
take place later. 

It appears to us nunnecessary to labour this appeal to those whe 
cherish the memory of our late friend. ‘This Memorial is one that he 
himself wonht have appreciated since it is designed to promote the cause 
of scientific. research in the branch of learning in which he was 
pre-eminently interested, and in the institution to the establishment and 
development of which his strenuous labours had been devoted during the 
past two decades. In the midst of the War, while the guns were still roar- 
ing, Dr. Eder was one of that small band of idealists who laid the 
Foundation Stone of the Hebrew University. on Mount Scopus. When 
after five years in Palestine, he returned to England, he devoted every 
spare moment of his busy life to the promotion of the interests of the 
University. Ile was the Chairman of the Advisory Committee which 
prepared the schemes for the first Science Departments ; he subsequently 
became one of the Governors of the University; and finally he was the 
moving spirit in the establishment of the organisation of the “’ Friends of 
the Hebrew University” in this country. Few men have played so 
significant a partin the shaping of the early destinies, the schemes of 
studies and the eonstitution of the University. 

Dr. Eder’s place in the history of Zionism is too familiar to need 
emphasis. As Chairman of the Palestine Zionist Executive and as 
President of the English Zionist Federation, he rendered unforgotten 
service to the cause of Jewish reconstruction in Palestine at decisive 
moments in the history of Zionism. His work in the sphere of Psycho- 
Analysis is well known to members of the International Psycho-Analytical 
Association, and his place in the history of Psycho-Analysis was appraised 
in the International Journal of Psycho-Analysis in the April issue for 1936. 
The many tributes to his memory which have appeared in the Press, both’ 
of this and of foreign countries during the past few months, bear witness 
to the loss which the causes of social effort and scientific enquiry have 
suffered by his passing. We who were privileged to know and collaborate 
with him, mourn the loss of an untiring worker and a courageous pioneer, 
one whose ever-helpful personality will always live in our memory. We 
are sure that many will wish to perpetuate his memory by assisting to 
further an.object he would have had so much at heart.

We know they are 
honourable, straightforward and play the game; and as we Jews have 
always played the game by lovalty to the country and the Crown, so 
the English will play the game with us.

General Sur James O'Dowda also paid a tribute te thi Venerosity 
of Mr. Rose, and announced that the Branch had decided to elect Mr. 
Rose a Vice-President. Sir James addressed the Branch on the work 
of the British Lemon and appealed to all ex-Servicemen to porn it. 

Mr. George Rose, declaring the Club open, recounted its history. 
It was the first Jewrsh Branch of the British Legion, he saad, and was 
opened nine years ago, with torty members. It now had 250 members. 

Captain Van den Bergh said he could not conceive why anybody 
should have to come from London to talk to ex-Servicemen 
about the Remembrance Parade on November 8th—he would have 
thought that pride alone would have been suflicient to bring thenr! 
He briefly desenbed the part played by Jews in the War, and con- 
eluded: “Is it net a fine thing that His Majesty's Government puts 
the Horse Guards’ Parade at our disposal so that we may honour 
our dead, who died for England ? Think for a moment how glad those 
German ex-Servicemen would be if they were allowed to do likewise in 
Berlin.” 

Rabbi [, Abrahais said those who spoke of the Jews, who had so 
strikingly shown their loyalty to the country, as “aliens” had hearts 
Shat were blacker than their shirts—and while their shirts could 
possibly be laundered, thea hearts certainly could not be cleansed. 

Sur J. Matthewson Watson said he had met no more generous 
people than the Jews. He was proud that he himself was a Life 
Governor of the Jewish Hospital. During the War, he recalled, he had 
been associated with efforts for funds which had raised £750,000, and 
when he had handed over a cheque from Manchester for £75,000, he 
had been proud of the help and co-operation he had received from 
Mr. Laski and other Jews. He was delighted to be associated with 
the Jewish people because they took so much interest in social work. 
The Sacred Book was an inspiration to courage and duty. 
| Major Neville Blond, President of the Branch, thanked Mr. Rose 
for his gift. Mr. Jack White, V.C., proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman, and was supported by Mr. A. Matz and the Rev. J. Phillips. 
Captain Ven den Bergh announced that the Hornsey Branch had 
invited the Maccabean Branch, of which he was President. to join 
in the welcome of the uussion Of German ex-Servicemen in England 
—and they had accepted, in order to show the Germans the difference 
in England, where Jews were treated on a level with all other citizens.

‘The deputation Manchester which was appombted to visit 
the Home Secretary and put the Council's views on the question of 
banning the use of unittorms in political processions and demonstra- 
tions. was received by Sir John Simon last Friday.’ The deputation 
eonsisted of the Lord Mayor (Alderman T. 8. Williams), the Lord 
Mavor-Elect (Alderman J. Toole), Councillors Ellis Green (Chairman 
ol the Watch ara Creorve Hall, the ‘Town Clerk (Mr. 
Warbreck Howell). and the Chief Constable (Mr. John Maxwell). They 
urged the Home Seeretary to give local authorrtres powell to prevent 
Fascist Processlons from dew ish quarters and to forbid the 
use of political uniforms on such occasions 

The Home Secretary told the deputation that, wlule the Govern- 
ment were actively considering the problem, he could not make any 
statement before the re-assembly of Parhament. On the return of 
the deputation, the Lord Mayor did not give any statement to the 
Press, except to say that Sir John Simon had received them with 
frankness and sympathy and that they came away well satisfied. 

The South Manchester Jewish Literary and Social Society gave a 
concert at the Synadogue Hal, Wilbraham Road, on Sunday. The 
Chairman, the Rev. L. Weiwow, outlined the new session's syllabus, 
Musical items were rendered by Gordon Lewin aud his band, Miss FE. 
Arbib and Dr. L. Kiein, The accompianists were Mrs. Polak and Miss M, 


Toledano. The dramatic section. gave two one-act plays, “*‘ Mind Your 
Own Business” by A. J. Ramsey, and ‘The Oak Settle” by Harold 
Brighouse. Those taking part included the Misses (. Halon, k. Burman, 


J. Golberg, C. Weiwow and Messrs. M. Halon, F. Halon, 5S. Rose, B, 
Wolman and V. Weiwow. Mr. W. Halon moved a vote of thanks to the 
artists. 

A further step in the direction of Jewish Aduit Education was made 
last Sunday at a meeting of young men and women held at the Talmud 
Torah Rooms. The Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, who presided, dwelt on the 
importance of continued Jewish education which must end neither at 
the age of fourteen nor at that of eighteen. He announced that the first 
lesson of the newly-formed class for adults would be given on Sunday, 
November 8th, at 4.30 p.m. Students would-be enrolled free but would 
be expected to undertake to attend regularly the complete course of 
twelve lectures. Intending students may apply to Dr. ere Hon, 
Principal, Mr. J. Roth, Hon. Secretary, or to the tutor, Mr. M*Cohen. 

It is understood that for the Free Trade Hall meeting of Fascists 
which Sir Oswald Mosley is to address on Sunday, November sth, orders 
have been issued to the Cheetham contingent of Fascists to march to the 
hall from their headquarters in Tyson Street, Cheetham Hill, through 
part of Cheetham Hill Road, down Waterloo Koad, Hightown, and along 
Strangeways tothe city. if this is correct, then it means the Fascists 
propose to march through quarters preponderatingly Jewish. 

‘Murder of the trees” seems to be a crime that has made its way 
from the Arab marauders in Palestine to Crumpsall, for several saplings 
before a Jewish house in Cheetham were found snappedin halves. A 
maidservant said that she saw four young men perpetrating the crime, 
but was too scared to raise the alarm. 

Gummed labels reading ** Down with the Jews” have been found on 
advertisement hoardings during the past week in the Jewish districts, 
Another label discovered bore anti-Jewish phrases which were alleged 
to have been quotations from statements by Mr. Hughes, a former 
Premier of Australia. 

On Saturday night, at the Paramount Cinema, Oxford Street, a gang 
of youths in the cheapest seats set up a sudden and continuous shous- 
ing of “We want Mosley!” when the news film depicting the Fascist 
march through the Kast End of London was showing on the screen. The 
disturbance did not bave much effect on the andience’s common-sense, 
and there is good ground for saying that the matter was organised and 
that the disturbers had been given orders beforehand to turn up at the 
Paramount in ordinary clothes.

Jews in other countries also gathered round the cause 
of freedom in numbers far beyond ther due proportion to the rest 
of the nation.

Colonel Jerrett presided at a reception which was held after the 
Service im Harold House. He said that, although there was a spirit 
of evil abroad to-day, the spunt of the British Legion was the samo 
as it was during the War. 

The Rev. 5. Frampton welcomed Col. Samuel, who said that the 
spurit of toleration that existed in the British Legion was a reflection 
of the spint of the whole country. He thought that the Jewish Com- 
munities might do a little more, perhaps, to help this country by 
encouraging their younger members to associate themselves with 
those organisations which had pledged themselves to the work of 
social service. They might also use their influence to encourage the 
younger men to join the Territorials. 

Captain J. Wilson spoke of the work and objects of the Legion

Advised to Stay Away from Meetings 


URGED TO APPOINT A “VIGILANCE COMMITTEE”

There was a magnificent response to the cireular convemng the 
recent meeting at the Grand Hotel, to hear the President of the Board 
of Deputies speak on the present erisis in Anglo-Jewry. Mr. Oscar 
Deutsch presided, and supporting him on the platform were repre- 
sentatives of Singer's Hill Congregation, the Central Synagogue, Bristol 
street and the Laberal Synagogue, 

Mr. Neville Laski said that it was sunply not true that Nazi 
racialism and anti-Semitism were a home product and not an article 
for export. When Sir Oswald Mosley saw that the Italian brand of 
Fascism was not hike ly to be successful, he adopted the anti-Semitism 
of the Nazi creed, and in England to-day, where the Jew had hitherto 


led a comfortable and happy existence, dehberate attempts 


were being made to foment the public against the Jews. The new 


techmique included attack by provocation, and Jews who took the law 
into their own hands were merely falling into the trap laid for them, 
to make the Jews appear the aggressor. In the recent troubles in 
Palestine, the iortitude, discipline and self restraint ot the Jews had 
captured the imagination of the people, and the national newspapers 
had expressed their admiration and respect. That was the attitude 


Anglo-Jewry should adopt. <A careful analysis of the Press showed 


that Mosley as Mosley was not news. His speeches were no longer 


news; but rowdyism at the meetings and police court proceedings 
afterwards were the best of news. If volatile Jewish youth stayed 
away from the meetings, the charge that the Jews were all Com- 


munists would Soon be proved baseless. Mr. Laski referred to those 
few individual Jews whose conduct drew odium upon the Community. 


It was imperative to cleanse Anglo-Jewry of this undesirable few. 


Mr. Laski then dealt with the constructive measures taken by the 
Board of Deputies and its Committees to fight this anti-Jewish activity 
and propaganda. He showed how the hands of various Committees 
were tied for lack of funds. Money was urgently needed to provide, 
among numerous needs, for a paid organiser to control all meetings. 
Finally, Mr. Laski appealed to the meeting to adopt three courses of 
action: (1) to donate to the Defence Fund to their utmost capacity ; 
(2) to appoint a Vigilance Committee; (3) to support that Vigilance 


Committee loyally. 


The Challenge to Jewish History 


In connection with the Jewish Historical Society of England, the 
President, Dr. Cecil Roth, addressed the Arts and Literary Society 
at the Communal Hall last Sunday. Mr. Ivan Shortt presided. Dr. 
Roth read his paper, published as a special supplement in this issue, 


“ The Challenge to Jewish History.” 


Mr. Wilfred Samuel made an appeal for new members, and 
expressed the hope that an active branch of the Jewish Historical 
Society would be formed in Birmingham. Dr. Roth answered questions 


put by Messrs. L. A. Dight, H. Dight, Harry Levine, Simmons and H. 
Jaffa. 
In proposing a vote of thanks, the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen said that 


the Jewish Historical Society provided ammunition that was needed 
to-day. It was useless to reason with anti-Semites. One could fling 
at them only irrefutable facts. There were Jews in Birmingham as 
early as 1740, but unfortunately earlier generations had not realised 
the value of minute books and archives, which were non-existent. He 
appealed for workers to trace the pioneering work of Birmingham 
Jewry by extracting the references to Jews in the old journals and 
newspapers kept in the Reference Library. The Rev. 8. I. Solomons 
seconded the vote of thanks. As a result of the meeting, many 


members have joined the Jewish Historical Society. 


Dr. Cohen's Address to Methodis's 


The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen delivered an address on “The Modern 
Persecution of the Jew” at the Central Hall last week, under the 
auspices of the Methodist Church. The Rev. Noel Hutchcroft presided. 
Dr. Cohen said that anti-Semitism was no new phenomenon in Jewish 
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history, but to-day the motive was different. The modern persecution 
had nothing at all to do with religion; in fact, Jewry’s best fnends now 
were to be found in Church eircles. To-day, the persecution was 
entirely political. Jews were the scapegoats for the sins of others. In 
times of difficulty and depression, it was a case of “Cherchez le Juif.” 
Dr. Cohen dealt in detail with the accusations made against Jews. 
Authentic evidence, statistics and facts were produced to refute these 
charges. He added that anti-Semitism was a menace to the 
world as a whole and fraught with dangerous consequences to the 
British kempuire, which, despite its differences of race and creed, was 
regarded as one family. Dr. Cohen answered several questions put 
to him by mem be rs ol the Methodist (Congregation,

Ma'icious Attack on Jews in Dublin 


DurinG the past week, the Jews of Dublin have been much concerned 
at the publication in an inflammatory poster against the foreign 
Jews lately settled in that city. Some violent letters have also 
appeared in the FreemMan’s JouRNAL and the EVENING TeLEGRAPH. 
It is not supposed that any considerable number of Dublin citizens 
sympathise with the movement, which is generally condemned. 

Tue attention of the authorities has been directed to the circumstances, 
and they will no doubt take energetic steps to prevent any out- 
rages upon the Jews as the result of the posters, large numbers of 
which are being daily placarded. The Jews are advised to avoid 
any retaliatory measures, so as to minimise as much as possible the 


importance of the incident. This involves forbearance, as some 
foreign Jews have been assaulted.

“Till the Cows Come Home” 
Delightful Parable at the St. Martin's 


Apart from the pleasant enjoyment of following Mr. Geoftrey 
Kerr’s parable in this play, there is an unusual charm about his 
characters and their merry adventures that spreads good humour 
throughout the St. Martin’s Theatre and ought to assure a steady 
throng of willing participants in this priceless quality for many a 
month. 

The dashing, political free-lance in this play, presented by Leslie 
Banks with a lightness of touch and gracious ease that defies contradic- 
tions in the character, merely by showing that the argument of force 
only leads to foolishness when employed in a law-abiding countryside, 
it may be argued, does not help the author's parable, which would appear 
to apply to international problems. That may be; but the mere 
presence of the parable helps to give an amusing quality to the funny 
happenings which by themselves they could not achieve. The play has 
throughout the attractive hint of real intelligence, and in the lesser 
characters, whose symbolic functions are less important, thetfe is a number 
of beautiful sketches. Thus, C. V. France provides a beautiful picture 
of gracious maturity, and Charles Grove presents a memorable butler. 
The version of a peaceful dweller in rural England of H. R. Hignett 
and, above all, the cool, sensible attractiveness of Adrianne Allen are 
among the many excellent things in this production which, as I say, ought 
to win a wide franchise of approval. 


“Charlotte Corday” 


BRILLIANT PERFORMANCE BY BEATRIX LEHMANN 

Mr. John W. Klein, whose play “Charlotte Corday” is presented 
at the “Q” Theatre this week, has kept closely to the historical story 
of his heroine, and, thanks to the brillant acting of Beatrix Lehmann 
in the title role, and the extraordinary vigour of Edward Chapman's 
Marat, the effects of the scantiness of action in Charlotte’s story are 
considerably countered. 

It must be remembered that Mr. Klein’s play as published (I have 
only glanced at a copy) is in five acts, and here it is reduced to three. 
Possibly, therefore, the author in the longer version dwelt at length upon 
the inner experience of his heroine, for inner experience must have played 
a far greater part in her story than the bare brief facts. As it is, in 
this version, there is a certain lack of subtlety, and it is only the very 
fine acting of Miss Lehmann that sends our wmnagination questing after 
those inner expenences that must have led up to the simple decision 
of an aristocratic girl to go to Pans, gain admittance to Marat’s apart- 
ment, and assassinate hiun—to hberate her beloved France from a 
fanatical tyrant. Really, from the playwright’s point of view, it would 
be far wiser to reject the thrilling title of this girl’s name and write about 
the hfe of Marat, wherein there would be more incident and, at the 
same time, the opportunity for showing Charlette’s astonishing deed. 

Mr. Chapman is intense to the degree of causing sympathetic pain 
in his picture of the disease-ridderi and half-crazed-with-hate Marat. 
The trial scene carries the story along, but is allowed to appear as though 
it merely holds up the foreknown conclusion, possibly because the author, 
in faithfulness to fact, refused the opportunity of introducing intrinsic 
interest. The incident with Barbaroux, a gifted demagogue, was 
weakened by that character (Neil Porter) not being given good mob- 
orator material to speak. The crowds are skilfully presented and provide 
atmosphere of turmoil and revolution. 


“Heroes Don't Care” at Golders Green 


That very clever satire on the genus arctic explorer, “Heroes Don’t 
Care,” is to be seen, complete with West End cast, at the Golders 
Green Hippodrome this week. 

The play is one of those rare combinations of apparent fun and quiet, 
sly satire that are calculated to put one in a good state of humour how- 
ever jaundiced the mood. Felix Aylmer’s picture of the explorer-hero, 
with his little pedantries, his self-satisfaction and other frailties, is a rare 
delight. Carol Goodner, as the wife who married a hero and found out 
that heroism, lke beauty, is very much in the eye of the gazer; Rex 
Harrison, as a man who very nearly has heroism thrust upon him; and 
Coral Brown, as the irrepressible air-woman, all contribute to the very 
full pleasure of the entertainment.

Yiddish Plays at Adler Street 


The Regina Ballroom of the Grand Order of Israel Building in Adler 
Street, Commercial Road, which has been fitted out as a theatre for 
Mme. Waxman’s season of repertory plays, answers the purpose very 
well, and the first productions by the Jewish National Theatre, as the 
venture is called, have been efficiently staged and warmly received by 
Jewish playgoers. 

“The Eternal Mother,’”’ by Kalmanovitch, was interesting because 
the emotional theme—the interpretation of which was chiefly in the 
capable hands of Mme. Waxman—had for leavening some of the drollest 
humour one has enjoyed for a long time. Mr. Zelnicker was a timid 
suitor. The situation in which relatives, with the most clumsy efforts to 
be tactful, leave an unacquainted couple alone so that they might get 
to know each other, seldom, it is true, fails to be amusing. But Mr. 
Zelnicker made it screamingly funny. He is a fine comedian—and more, 
for his bewilderment at life stirs other chords than those that respond 
only to the comic. 

Other members of the COMBO which will present two plays weekly, 
are the Misses M. Segal, H. Laymann and E. Rosen and Messrs. i 
Chaikowsky, D. Segal, J. Goldberg, M. Itskovitch and P. Meodowsky.

The Critics Pleasure 
SUZANNAH AND MAURICE JACOBSON 


Intimate recitals such as that given by Suzannah and Maurice 
Jacobson at Greville Place on Tuesday evening are among the major 
pleasures of a music critic’s round. The recital consisted chiefly of 
songs by Suzannah Jacobson, from French Minstrelsy, Hugo Wolf, 
de Falla, Moeran’s English folk songs, Canadian-Indian songs and Bela 
Bartok. And at the end was Maurice Jacobson’s own setting of the 
23rd Psalm, made for the ballet “ David,” recently produced by 
Markova and Dolin. Suzannah Jacobson sang with a fresh vivacity 
that gave individual expression to the idiosyncrasies of the various 
croups, especially the Spanish and Hungarian. And, as she was sing- 
ing unc r the disabilit vy ola decidedly throaty cold, one had to wonder 
at the strength and sweetness of her voice and her fine breath control. 
In such eircurmstances her riormance in such tast tempoed as 
“Stop all this idle chatter,” or the de Falla “ Jota” and “ Seguidilla ” 
was more than good. 

Louis Kentner played a group of piano pieces by Maurice Jacob- 
«on with the brilliant perfection that one has quickly learnt to expect 


from him. Of this group, “ Rustic Ballet” and “ Soliloquy,” which 
perhaps m old days would have been called a “Nocturne,” were striking 
for their original coneeption, “ River Music” is the kind of pleasant 
onomatopeia one would expect, “Carousal had some humorously 
diversified picturisation, and the “Lament was in a fitting mood, 


though it seemed to lack profundity of feeling. The simple setting of 
the 23rd Psalm was highly effective and deeply moving.

did not quite succeed in that, but the finale was taken: at a fine, 
measured pace, which made 1t extremely UNpressive. In a group of 
smnaller pieces, the pianist showed both delicacy and judgment; 
Debussy’s “Minuet” and “Minstrels” are both more difficult than they 
sdund, but she managed excellently ther Debussyesque vagaries. 

Two small works by Palestiman composers, Sternberg and 
Rosowsky, showed that in the slighter genre there 1s good work being 
done, “La petite Marche du grande Dr. Doolittle’ had the right 
amount of childish fantasy, and although “Badchan” could have been 
rather more “Grotesque” with profit, it had a sympathetic perform- 
ance. So, too, did Prokofiev's “Six Visions Fugitives,” very slight 
little pieces devoted to the evocation of a mood and gone before the 
mood is evoked, unless the pianist is first-rate. Perhaps this little 
vroup was Nadia Eitangon’s severest test, and here her interpretative 
mfts had fine opportunity for demonstration, Altogether a very 
promising artist. 


B.B.C. Symphony Concert 
SOME BRILLIANT PERFORMANCES 


The opemng of the B.B.C, season. of symphony concerts on 
Wednesday evening in last week was marked by some exceptionally 
brilliant performances on the part of the orchestra and also of the 
8.B.C. Choral Somety. The Leonora Overture No. 3 had a rare gusto 
to it, and although there was not so much opportunity for gusto in 
the Mozart Concerto No.-20, Iturbi, the soloist, helped to make of it 
a showy piece, perhaps too much so. It was impossible not to admire 
a technique which never seemed at fault, but there was a detachment 
about the execution which suggested that at heart Iturbi is not 
devoted to Mozart. 

Whether the choice of Vaughan Williams’ “Sea Symphony” for 
Trafalgar Day was a happy accident or deliberate intention, I cannot 
say. Certain it is that the symphony had one of its finest perform- 
ances, in which gusto once more had a large part. It is an immature 
work, in the sense that the composer used comparatively simple means 
of getting his effects: repetition of solo by choir, for instance. But 
it has all the sweep and range of the element to which it is devoted, 
and the Whitman words chosen lack nothing of enthusiasm and 
exinlaration. Exhilarating is one’s final judgment on the work as 
performed on this occasion, and Adrian Boult could hardly have done 
better with orchestra and chow. Noél Eadie and William Parsons 
tackled the exacting solo parts in the same spirit of joyous attack. 


Milstein 


Milstein is so brilliant in his pyrotechnical display that one is 
inclined to let it carry one away, suspending judgment as to the more 
solid virtues he may or may not possess. On Thursday evening last 
week at Wigmore Hall, his programme was, on the whole, calculated 
to exhibit his virtuosity, the Beethoven Sonata Op 30 No. 3, for 
example, being dashed off with the happy abandon that this most 
joyous of all Beethoven's sonatas calls for. Bach’s unaccompanied 
sonata in G Minor, too, has two movements which are exacting tests

of technique, in the Fuga and Presto, and one could not find fault 
with Milstein’s handling of them, even if one wished. But somie doubt 
crept in as to his handling of the Adagio. Isn't he just a little too 
inclined to use a heavy bow, in order to get a strong, full tone, with 
the result that when a slow and quiet movement needs to be played 
there is just the least hint of hesitancy, of an unsteady hand? That 
seemed to be evident also in Nardini’s Larghetto; and practising tone 
production with a little less pressure would soon effect the slight 
improvement called for. H.C S.

A Delightful French Comedy 


“LA KERMESSE HEROIQUE’’—Studio One, Oxford Street (‘‘A"’ 
Certificate) 

This must certainly be listed among the best films seen in London 
this year. It includes every kind of humour, from slapstick upwards, 
has an excellent story, is magnificently directed and the acting is 
as good as the direction. It is not surprising to learn that it has 
been playing to “capacity business.” To relate the story would be 
unfair, even if one could do so successfully, because it 1s so delight- 
fully done on the screen. Suffice it to say that it is a tribute to the 
beauty, intelligence and wit of the women of Flanders. 

Jacques Feyder, the director, reveals here a touch as light and 
as sure as Rene Clair himnself—in fact, it is a subject in which that 
great man might have revelled. Every shot is perfectly timed and 
every angle just right, while the photography ts a work of art in 
itself. The cast includes Hans Jaray, Francoise Rosay and Jean 
Murat; but it would be invidious to select names for appraisal where 
each part is so beautifully played. 


“THE BIG BROADCAST OF 1937''—-Plaza (‘‘U'’ Certificate) 


The latest edition of Paramount's annual musical show devotes 
considerably less than usual of ifs tume to the celebrity broadcast from 
which it takes its idea and title. This means that its star value and 
musical content are less: but that 1s more than balanced by the excellent 
comedy of the ordinary scenes. Jack Benny has never been in brighter 
form on the screen, and there is more good work trom Bob Burns (the 
homely jester) and Martha Raye (the volatile eccentric) who were 
so successfully introduced im “Rhythm on the Range.” With Gracie 
Allen at her funniest and provided with above-the-average maternal, 
this side of the production is extremely well filled. Then there ts an 
attractive and clever herome in Sthurley Ross and some excellent Sing - 
ing by Frank Forest, a tenor of remarkable range, whose talent for 
portraying objectionable characters is also equal to that of “Franco 
Foresta,” who may be retnembered in European films. 

Larry Adler is advertised on the programine, and we do actually 
hear hum for about three bars, but there is a sufliciency of Benny 
Goodinan and his band to cause one to ask again: what and why 1s 
“Swing”? Perhaps the most remarkable featare ef all is the musical 
interlude oddly deseribed as given by Leopold Stokowski and his 
Symphony Orchestra. Whatever this mav conceal, it 1s certainly a 
first-class organisation, and Paramount have done them proud with 
spot lighting of imdividual players and strong featuring of -the 
conducting and Sphinx-like expression of Stokowsk.. 


“THE ROAD TO GLORY’’—Empire (‘‘A"’ Certificate) 


A splendid war film, perhaps the most umpressive of all with the 
exception of the mumortal “All Quiet——.,” has come to London. 
Although it has the conventional triangle personal story and some of 
the officers’ dialogue is written in that slightly maudlin complimentary 
tone that can be so embarrassing, tt possesses a defimte faculty of 
compelling us to devote our attention to its real purpose of showing 
war as it was. And when the veteran soldier compares the old war- 
lare with the new, 1t causes us to reflect how calamitously different 
again will be the universal annilulation of the future. 

The film points the “road to glory” in all its ugliness, without more 
than due reference to noble qualities sometimes revealed; and the 
iltamate glory attamed 1s unflinchingly, if melodramatically, 
illustrated. Howard Hawk's direction is supremely -competent im all 
its phases,’and he brings a searing realism to the battle scenes. It 
is also extremely well acted, with Fredric March and Lionel Barrymore 
each giving his most satisiactory performance for some time; and 
Warner Baxter giving his usual thorough ‘portrayal. Gregory Ratoff 
brings humour and syinpathy to a part not too pleasant in certain of its 
phases, and June Lang displavs evidence of the great future she is 
promused, 


““MAYERLING’’—Curzon, Curzon Street (‘'A'’ Certificate) 

Such is the conviction and sincerity of both director and cast 
in this film that one is inclined to overlook its extreme heaviness and 
its many conventional twists. It seems to be a sort of Ruritanian 
Romeo and Juliet without the Shakespearean touch. And yet, withal, 
it is utterly behevable. The prince doomed to marry for the dynasty 
and equally doomed to a great love. His lover accepting her fate with 
content, because she loved truly. It is nothing, but it is the whole 
world. 

Charles Boyer and Danielle Darrieux are the great lovers here, 
and if Mr. Boyer holds the screen most of the time he is on it, it 
is because he is such a competent actor and is well suited to such a 
tragic role. Mlle. Darrieux is so utterly human that one marvelled 
at her presence in such an artificial, ugly world; but, again, hers are 
just the qualities which lend conviction to unreality. The direction 
of Anatole Litvak was rhythmic and telling, nothing wasted and 
nothing lost. The casting department did its work splendidly.

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The Sage of Berditchev 
By AUNTIE 
N the Jewish cemetery of Berditchev 
there stands a simple tombstone. It 
bears no inscription, but no graven 
words are needed to identify it. It 1s 
the last resting place of Rabbi Levi Yitzchak, 
known as “the Sage of Berditchev,” and one of 
the most famous figures of the Chassidic 
movement, 


STORMY YOUTH 

It is difficult for us living in England to 
visualise the amount of feeling. which was 
aroused in the Jewish Communities of Eastern 
Europe a century or two ago when a sect arose 
that sought to infuse more warmth and feeling 
and colour into the practice of Judaism, which 
had tended to become a dry and formal religion 
with the study of the Talmud as its central 
feature. Levi, who was born in 1740, belonged 
to this new party. His father was a learned 
Rabbi, and Levi became a profound 
scholar. He continued to study after marriage, 
residing with his wifes parents. He had to 
indulge in a hunger strike before they ‘would 
let him oo to become a disciple of the famous 
Rabbi Samuel of Meseritz, by whose prety he 
became inspired. Later, he was compelled to 
seek Rabbinical office, but his first posts were 
not happy as the Chassidim were persecuted, 
and Levi, a man of peace, resigned.

Ar Berprrcnev 

Then came the call to Berditchev, where at 
last he found an atmosphere congenial to him. 
He soon overcame such opposition as existed 
and rapidly made humnself beloved by his 
tolerance and saintliness and by his kindness 
to even the lowliest of lus flock. He often used 
to delay the Svnagogue Service so that a 
humble toiler might reach the place of worship, 
and it is related of him that he once inter- 
rupted the Rosh Hashana Service so that a 
man who did not know the prayers very well 
might complete his devotions. On another 
occasion there was great alarm when the Rabbi 
did not appear for Kol Nidré. A search party 
went out to look for him, and he was found 
nursing a baby that he had heard crying, the 
child having been left alone while its parents 
went to Synagogue. 

THE Saint 

Many anecdotes illustrate his saintliness. 
Once he was summoned to a meeting of the 
Community which was about to pass a new 
ordinance aimed at refusing assistance to 
wandering beggars, who, it was thought, 
imposed upon the people of Berditchevy. When 
he heard the nature of the business for which 
he had been summoned, the Rabbi became 
angry. “This is not a new law for which you 
have called me,” he exclaimed. “It is as old as 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, which were 
destroyed for just such a measure as you are 
contemplating passing.” Once his coachman 
while saying his prayers bent down to oil the 
wheels of his cart.

N the Jewish cemetery of Berditchev 
there stands a simple tombstone. It 
bears no inscription, but no graven 
words are needed to identify it. It is 

the last resting place of Rabbi Levi Yitzchak, 
known as “the Sage of Berditchev,” and one of 
the most famous figures of the Chassidic 
movement. 


Stormy Yours 

It is difficult for us living in England to 
visualise the amount of feeling which was 
aroused in the Jewish Communities of Eastern 
Eurove a century or two ago when a sect arose 
that sought to infuse more warmth and feeling 
and colour into the practice of Judaism, which 
had tended to become a dry and formal rehgion 
with the study of the Talmud as its central 
feature. Levi, who was born in 1740, belonged 
to this new party. His father was a learned 
Rabbi, and Levi soon became a _ profound 
scholar. He continued to study after marriage, 
residing with his wife's parents. He had to 
indulge in a hunger strike before they would 
let him go to become a disciple of the famous 
Rabbi Samuel of Meseritz, by whose piety he 
became inspired. Later, he was compelled to 
seek Rabbinical office, but his first posts were 
not happy as the Chassidim were persecuted, 
and Levi, a man of peace, resigned. 

At BERDITCHEV 

Then came the call to Berditchev, where at 
last he found an atmosphere congenial to him. 
He soon overcame such opposition as existed 
and rapidly made himself beloved by his 
tolerance and saintliness and by his kindness 
to even the lowliest of his flock. He often used 
to delay the Synagogue Service so that a 
humble toiler might feach the place of worship, 
and it is related of him that he once inter- 
rupted the Rosh Hashana Service so that a 
man who did not know the prayers very well 
might complete his devotions. On another 
occasion there was great alarm when the Rabbi 
did not appear for Kol Nidré.: A search party 
went out to look for him, and he was found 
nursing a baby that he had heard crying, the 
child having been left alone while its aegoves 
went to Synagogue. 

THe Saint 

Many anecdotes illustrate his saintliness.
